SEA WALL TO PEDDOCKS. 

It is proposed to construct a sea 
Wall across the half-mile of open 
Water between Nut island and Ped- 
docks island, and across the 150 yards 


of water at Hull gut. At the latter 
place, however, a tide gate would 
have to be built. As warships and 


other large vessels must pass through 
on their way to the yards of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company at Quin- 
cy, this gate would have to be 100 
feet wide, and of peculiar construc- 
tion. The height of the vessels that 
pass through would prohibit a lifted 
draw, and the race of the tide would 
make a swinging draw impossible. 
An engineer who has given the matter 
some thought suggests a collapsible 
draw, which could be dropped to the 
bottom at even tide when there would 
be no great pressure of water, as the

TEN FEET OF WATER. , 

This wall would serve to imprison 
the 10 feet of water which now runs 
in at high tide, filling up the bay and 
the estuaries and making the shore 
desirable for building and the waters 
desirable for sailing at all times. 
Small locks are proposed for the use 
of sailing craft in the wall between 
Peddocks and Nut islands. The wall 
would also keep the sewer discharge 
out of the bay. 

The passage of the Fore River ships 
steamboat traffic and smaller craft 
must be provided for, and the schemes 
already outlined are thought to pro- 
vide for these, The swiftness of the 
tide at Hull gut has been cited by 
some as absolutely prohibiting the 
construction of any kind of tide gate, 
but the special board, if appointed, 
will be asked to consider that. 

The division of the cost has ‘been 
suggested. The proposition is that 
the state pay 25 per cent. the towns 
of Hingham, Weymouth, Hull and 
Quincy 25 per cent. together, and the 
owners of abutting property the re- 
mainder.

SAVINGS BANK. 

It was voted to inaugurate the sys- 
tem of savings banks in the grammar 
schools recommended by the Superin- 
tendent, the civic betterment commit- 
tee of the Women’s club guaranteeing 
the expense of starting the system. 

The plan as adopted is that on each 
Monday morning the children bring 
their pennies which they give to their 
teacher, receiving a small pass book 
showing the amount deposited and the 
date. These collections are then 
passed to the headmaster who de- 
posits them in the Savings bank on 
a school pass book. As soon as a 
pupil accumulates $3 or more the 
taaster takes out a pass book at the 
Quincy Savings bank in the child's 
hame and transfers that child’s de- 
posit quarterly to this book. This 
book is then left at the Savings bank 
for safe keeping. 

The pupil may withdraw his or her 
savings any Monday on request of the 
parents or guardian of the pupil. 

This system has been used for sey- 
eral years in Massachusetts and has 
given unqualified satifaction. It avoids 
many of the disadvantages of the 
stamp system and possesses the four 
essential qualifications of being edu- 
eational, economical, safe and busi- 
ness-like,

IF GRAY. 1S WILLING 


Democrats May Give Him the 
Second Place on Ticket 


BRYAN ON ANTI-INJUNCTION 


His Radical Views Do Not Meet 


With Favor and May Be Opposed-- 
Fight Against Federation of Labor 
Proposition Considered Likely 


Denver, July 1.—Although candi 
dates for the nomination for vice presi 


dent on the Democratic ticket are nu 


merous, and despite the fact that their 
number js likely to be largely increased 
before a choice is actually made, it is 
the general opinion among such lead 
ers of the party that are now here that 
if George Gray of Delaware will de 
clare bis willingness to accept the sec- 
oud place on the ticket he can have it 

Josiab Marvel, manager of the Gray 
presidential campaign, who has ar 
rived in Denver, will not, however, 
give his consent. He insists that the 
Delaware man is a candidate for first 
place, and when it bas been settled that 
he cannot have first place it will be am 
ple time to place him in running for the 
secondary position, provided he cares 
to take it. Marvel denies, however, 
that Gray will be satistied with 
thing less than the head of the ticket 

It is well known that Mr. Bryan 
would be pleased to have Gray for the 
vice presidential candidate, and the 
ohly thing that prevents the latter 
from becoming a leading candidate for 
that position is the simple but all-power 
ful fact that he will not declare him 
self to be a candidate at all 

The Gray presidential boom has been 
formally launched and 
were opened in the Savoy hotel yester 
day afternoon. A corps of bill-stickers 
were going about the hotels, putting up 
lithographs of the Delaware candidate 
No other pictures have been placed as 
yet, and the Gray men secured the most 
prominent places in the lobbies of al 
the leading hotels. 

The Johnson headquarters will not 
be opened for several days, and the 
date on which the Bryan banners will 
be thrown out has not yet been deter 
mined, but it will be Saturday or Sun 
day, after the arrival of the Nebraska 
delegation.

It is certain that there will bea strong 
fight in the committee on resolutions, 
and possibly on the floor of the con 
vention itself, over the anti-injunction 
plank. Word has come indirectly from 
Lincoln that Bryan is in favor of a 
plank somewhat radical in nature, and 
it is certain that such men as Sullivan, 
national committeeman from Illinois, 
and Chairman Taggart of the national 
committee are strongly opposed to it 

Sullivan gave out a statement = in 
which he favored “equal rights before 
the law,” and used other expressions 
of a similar character which were con 
strued to mean that he was opposed 
to a strong anti-injunction plank. It 
is well known that between Bryan and 
Sullivan and other influential mem 
bers of the Illinois delegation no par 
ticular amount of love is lost, and re 
ports have been circulated that if an 
anti-injunetion plank is adopted more 
radical in its character than the Illi 
nois people feel they can approve, that 
the state, when it comes to balloting 
for president, will break away from 
{ts Bryan instructions. Sullivan de 
nied this. 

The forces opposed to a radical la 
bor plank were strengthened by the ar 
rival of Charles G. Heifner of Wash 
ington state. Heifner announced em 
phatically that the Pacific coast, and 
particularly Washington, was opposed 
to the adoption of such a plank as was 
presented at Chicago by the American 
Federation of Labor. “The adoption 
by our party. of such a plank would be 
a@ transparent sop to union labor 
Which would be repugnant to voters in 
all sections of the country. It will he 
a promise that no law-making body 
would be willing to fulfil. It would not 
help, but would injure the Democratic 
ticket at the polls.” 

The coming of Helfner with his 
statement of the sentiment on the I's 
cific coast against the proposed anti 
injunction plank, and the announce 
ment in the east that Martin W. Little 
ton of New York will come here to 
make a fight against the insertion of 
such a plank in the platform 
makes this question the most important 
under discussion. New England is said 
to be opposed to the plank, and New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania also are ac 
credited with pronounced antagonism 
to such a resolution. If the New York 
delegation and the Pacifie coast dele 
gations should take a determined stand 
against it, the fight would assume for- 
midable proportions.

New York, July 1—George B. Me- 
Clellan’s title to the office of mayor of 
New York city was made clear by a de 
gision of Justice Lambert in the 6u- 
preme court in which the justice or- 
dered a jury to render a verdict that 
McClellan was duly elected mayor in 
1905. W. R. Hearst has been contest- 
| Ing the mayor's right to the office. The 
recount left McClellan with a plurality 
lof 2965. 

The jurors were allowed $510 each, 
having sat fifty-one days. 

Mayor McClellan issued a statement 
in which, after defining his attitude 
jin regard to the recount, he states that 
lhe has been forced to pay out $40,000 
to defend his title, not including coun- 
sel fees which are still unpaid. The 
mayor directs attention to the fact that 
“the result of this enormous expense 
and this protracted litigation has been 
to increase my total vote and to dimin 
ish my official plurality by about 500 
disputed ballots.”

NAMED UNANIMOUSLY 


VOTING IS DISPENSED WITH 


Matters Expedited by Motion of Suc- 
cessful Candidate’s Opponent-- 
Platform Sticks to Prohibitory Law 
and Considers Child Labor 


Bangor, Me., July 1.—Bert M. Fer- 
nald of Poland was nominated by ac- 
clamation for governor of Maine by the 
tepublican state convention yesterday 
afternoon, just when it had begun to 
look as if the convention would outlast 


the daylight. 

It was William T. Haines of Water- 
ville, Fernald’s opponent for the noml- 
nation, who expedited matters. The 
convention had been sitting since 2 
o'clock, At 5:40, when the speech 
making had been concluded and the 
convention was preparing to ballot, 
Haines came upon the platform, and in 
a brief speech moved that the voting 
be dispensed with and that fernald’s 
nomination be made unhnimous. 

This won the instant approval of the 
great majority and the motion was 
carried amid great enthusiasm. ‘Thus 
an hour’s time was saved and the con- 
vention was adjourned exactly at 6 
o'clock. 

The platform adopted by the conven 
tion endorses the administration of 
President Roosevelt and his strenuous 
efforts for the betterment of condi 
tions, approves of the business-like and 
courageous administration of Governor 
Cobb, who has been true to every 
pledge made by him, and declares ad- 
herence to the principles of the Repub- 
lican party as set forth in its national 
platform. 

It demands the faithful and impar 
tial enforcement of the _ prohbibitory 
law, and opposes “resubmission or any 
measure tending to the repeal of the 
law which has done so much to pro 
mote the moral and material welfare of 
the people of this state.” 

The last plank is as follows: 

“We approve of the legislation on our 
statute books looking to the protection 
of children employed in our factories 
and shops, and we urge upon our legis 
lature the propriety of considering a re 
duction of the hours of labor from GO 
to 58 per week for women and minors 
of our state.” 

Charles P. Hatch was nominated for 
auditor.

An In 
dian runner arrived from Paradise 
Valley country last night and told of 
a white man having wandered into the 
camp of the Indians and being very 
weak and too ill to talk.

They May Check Entrance of Fer 
sons to United States--Strict Neu- 
trality Must Be Observed 


Washington, July 1.—American mili- 
tary forces are now in service for the 
enforcement of the neutrality 
along the Mexican border. 

General Myer, commanding the de- 
partinent of Texas, has reported to the 
war department that directions have 
already been given for the dispatch of 
four troops of cavalry from posts in bis 
department to Del Rio. As to other 
points he will be guided by his confer 
ences with the civil officials. 

The employment of American troops 
for this purpose 1s almost without pre 
cedent in recent years, and the law of 
ficers of the war department, as well as 
the attorney general himself, have 
been obliged to give close study to the 
question as to the extent to which they 
may exercise the power of preventing 
persons entering the United States 
from Mexico. 

Under the law no passports are re 
quired except in the case of Chinese 
and Japanese, and about the only rea- 
sonable ground for the detention of 
fugitives would be some presumable 
violation of the immigration or health 
inspection laws. Thus it will be a deli- 
cate task for the army officers to avert 
clashes with the civil courts if they 
undertake to make promiscuous arrests 
of persons fleeing from Mexico’ into 
the United States. 

Frequent conferences were held by 
the various officials of the state and war 
departments, and Senor Godoy, the 
Mexican charge at Washington, also 
had a thorough discussion of the situ 
ation with Acting Secretary of State 
Bacon.

the chief of staff of the army. All the 
agencies of the government are now at 
work along the same lines in the effort 
to prevent any substantial aid being 
given the Mexicans from sympathizers 
across the border.

Revolutionists Using Bombs 

E! Paso, Tex., July 1.—The first revo 
lutionary outbreak in Mexico beyond 
the borders of the state of Coahuita oc- 
eurred yesterday, when the garrison at 
Palomas, Chihuahua, seventy miles 
west of this city, was attacked by a 
band of fifty men, who were repulsed 
with a loss of one killed and one cap- 
tured. 

There were fourteen guards sti- 
tioned at the Mexican post when the 
attacking party surprised the town, 

According to a dispatch received 
here from Columbus, N. M., Juan Cor- 
reon, the Mexican general, arrived 
there from Palomas bearing dispatches 
to his government concerning the at 
tack. It began when a bomb was 
thrown into the telegraph office, thus 
shutting off communication with out- 
side points. In the fight which fol- 
lowed several hundred shots were fired 
and many bombs thrown at the head- 
quarters of the officers. 

Owing to the fact that the 
were {ll-timed, the officers were able to 
throw them away before they exploded, 
thus saving the building and their own 
lives. The fight lasted one hour, after 
which the attacking party fled to the 
mountains west of Palomas. One man 
was killed, but it seems that he was a 
non-combatant. 

One revolutionist was seriously 
wounded and captured. He speaks 
good English and the Mexican nuthori 
ties think he is a native of New Mex 
ico. This idea is coufirmed by the re- 
port of the section foreman at Mimbro, 
seven miles west of here, to the effect 
that about fifty men assembled there 
Monday. They would not allow him to 
leave the yards during the day. They 
had two large bundles of rifles and 
bought provisions. They left Mimbro, 
a railroad station, about midnight Mon- 
day night.

Del Rio, Tex., July 1.—It is reported 
here that a company of rurales yester- 
fay surrounded a detachment of eight 
ef the revolutionists who attacked Las 
Vecas and that a fight occurred in the.

The revolutionists were short of am- 
munition and after the exchange of a 
few volleys their ammunition became 
exhausted. The rurales are reported to 
have charged the hiding place of the 
men and, despite the fact that they of- 
fered to surrender, shot them to death.

Bookmaking Said to Be Going on 
Openly at Boston 
Boston, July 1—A erusade against 
betting on horse races and 
games was started in Boston by the ar- 
test of Frank J. Meeban and W. H. 
Hartwell, both charged with register- 
ing bets on races. Hartwell was also 
charged with conducting a place to re- 
ceive bets at 623 Washington street. 
The arrests were made in front of 
the Hotel Cecil by Inspectors Gleavey 
and Pelton of police headquarters on 
complaint of the Watch and Ward so- 
ciety, officers of which say that there 
are fifteen more persons under suspi- 
cion and that more arrests wil] follow. 
Meehan was released in the munici 
pal court on $100 bail, but Hartwell 

was held in $1000 to July 2. 

Officers of the Watch and Ward so- 
elety claim that betting has been going 
on in Boston for six months, and that 
it has become so open and flagrant 
that a stranger can easily find a chance 
to bet on races and bal! games.

AN ALLEGED BLACKMAILER 


Arrested After Putting Railroad to 
Considerable Trouble 

Rutland, Vt, July 2—Edward

On 
no account was the engine to. be 
stopped, or the engineer and fireman 
would be killed. 

Accordingly on Sunday an engine 
was run according to the’ directions. 
But following the engine was a special, 
bearing ofticers No white fag was 
seen and the officers found no occasion 
for their presence. 

On Monday Jarvis received a second 
letter stating that the messenger who 
was to receive the money had been ul 
able to get to the spot Sunday and a 


second attempt to deliver the money 
must be made Tuesday 
The second wild engine was sent 


over the road Tuesday and at Beldens 
a white flag was seen. The engine 
Was stopped and officers following in 
another special entered the woods and 
found Gereu. The officers did not be 
lieve they had evidence sufiicient to 
hold the man at the time and let him go.

Where the Declaration Is Kept. 
The original engrossed copy of the | 
Declaration as signed is now in the 


keeping of the Secretary of state. The 
document was in the patent office from 
1841 to 1877, as that department was 
believed to be fireproof. It is now. 
since 1894, kept hermetically sealed in 
a frame and placed in a steel cabinet, | 
with the original signed copy of the 
constitution. It is no longer shown to 
any one except ‘bv express order of the | 
Secretary. Being on parchment. w bich 
shows destructive Signs of cracking, 
due more probably to the making of a 
facsimile ordered by President James 
Monroe in 1823 than to age or han- 
dling, the document is jealously guard 
ed. Many of the names of the signers 
are no longer legible. Two pages of 
Jefferson's original draft, with a few 
interlineations by Adams and Frank- 
iin, are also preserved at the depart- 
ment of state. The facsimile which 
Was ordered by President Monroe was 
made for the purpose of giving a copy 
to each of the signers then living and 
their heirs. These original copies are 
now of great value.—Baltimore News.

APPOINTMENT OF PRESIDENT 


Combination of Two Powerful Par- 
ties Represented In New Cabinet, 
Thus Assuring Early Peace--Over 


Five Hundred Casualties 


Buenos Ayres, July 6.—Advices re- 
ceived here state that revolutionists 
nave been yictorious in Paraguay and 
that a new government has been estab- 
lished. 

These advices haye been confirmed 
by a dispatch rceived by the minister 
of foreign affairs from the Argentine 
legation at Ascuncion, ofticially notify- 
ing the minister that the revolutionary 
party has succeeded in overthrowing 
the Paraguayan government and that 
several of the Paraguayan ministers 
of state had taken refuge in the lega- 
tion. 

The revolutionists have appointed 
Emiliano G. Naveiro president. He 
held the office of vice president in the 
government which has just been 
ousted. 

Unofficial dispatches state that the 
new cabinet includes Manuel Gondra, 
the Paraguayan minister to Brazil; 
Eusebio Ayala, Alvino Jara, Adolfo 
Riguime and Manuel Franco. These

OUR FLAG. 


Its Origin and History Related by Rev. 
Thomas B. Gregory. 

The stars and stripes became the flag 
of the United States on June 14, 1777. 
On that day it was resolved by congress 
that the “tlag of the thirteen Unit- 
ed States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white, and that the Union be 
thirteen stars, white, in a blue field, 
representing a new constellation.” 

The congressional enactment creating 
Old Glory said nothing concerning the 
particular form in which the stars 
should be grouped, and as the circle is 
the simplest of all figures the circular 
form naturally became the one in 
which the stars were arranged. 

The national flag continued with thir 
teen stripes and thirteen stars until 
Jan. 13, 1795, when congress voted that 
1795, the flag of the 
United States be fifteen stripes, alter- 
nate red and white, and that the Union 
be fifteen stars, white, in a blue field.” 

Twenty-three years later, April 4, 
1818, congress adopted the following 
resolution: 


Be it enacted that from and after the 
Fourth of July next the flag of the Unit- 


ed States be thirteen horizontal stripes 
alternate red and white, and that the 
Union be twenty stars, white, in a blue 


| field. 


And that on the admission of a new 
state into the Union one star be added to 
the flag, and that such addition shall 
take place on the Fourth of July next 
succeeding each admission. 

Certain members of congress in their 
patriotic ardor wanted a new stripe 
for each new state, but Mr. Windover, 
one of the members from New York, 
arose in his place and said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I am heart and soul in 
favor of any proposition that will give 
us a big We are going to be a 
big people, and we need a correspond- 
ingly big flag. But it must not be so 
big as to be a burden to us. At the 
rate the United States is now growing 
if a stripe were added for every new 
state admitted it would soon be impos- 
sible to find a mast or pole tall enough 
on which to hoist the flag.”

Speech of Temporary Chairman 
of Denver Convention. 


SUMMARIZES CRITICAL ISSUES 


Addressing Great Assemblage of 
Democratic Delegates, the Eloquent 
Californian Announces the Principles 
For Which the Democracy Will Fight. 


Theodore A. Bell of California, tem- 
porary the Democratic 
pational addressing the 
felegates assembled at Denver, sum- 
med up the issues of the coming cam- 
paign as follows:

Injunctions. 


The most palpable instance of the 
insincerity of the Chicago platform is 
found in its declaration respecting the 
issuance of injunctions. It would 
have been entitled to more respect if 
it had omitted all mention of it. At 
session after session of congress labor 
has pleaded for relief from the 
abuses of injunctions, but its appeals 
have fallen on deaf ears, and there 
has been no indication that remedial 
legislation of any character would be 
enacted. The oligarchy in house and 
senate has decided that nothing shall 
be done to weaken any advantage 
that corporations have gained in labor 
disputes. 

The fact is that all our citizens, 
without respect to station or occupa- 
tion in life, have a genuine respect for 
the courts and desire to maintain their 
integrity. 

The charge that the courts are being 
assailed is simply made for the pur- 
pose of diverting attention from the 
real issue. Heretofore it has not been 
considered treason or an unwarrant- 
able attack upon the honor of the 
courts to define their jurisdiction, pre- 


scribe their procedure, restrict their 
processes and generally to fix the 
bounds within which judicial func- 


tions shall be exercised. 

It makes no difference whether the 
courts are acting in excess of their 
jurisdiction or strictly within their 
delegated powers. In either case the 
people have a right to throw addition- 
al safeguards around human liberty. 
There can be no refiection upon the 
honesty of the courts in the passage 
of a measure that will confine the 
equity powers of the federal judiciary } 
within such bounds as the people of 
the United States, through the legisla- 
tive branches of their government, 
may determine. This Democratic con-| 
vention must formally and unequivo- 
cally pledge itself to such legislation} 
as will prevent the writ of injunction) 
from being converted into an instru-| 
ment of oppression.

Corrupt Use of Money. ! 


The corrupt use of large sums of | 
money in political campaigns is large-| 
ly responsible for the subversion of | 
the people’s will at the polls. The 
masses are awakening to a realization | 
of the great power of gold in contests 
that ought to be determined according 
to the character of nominees and the} 
soundness and morality of political ts- | 
sues, and there is a general demand | 
for publicity in the collection and use} 
of campaign funds, so that our citi- 
zens may know whether a_ political 
party has purchased its way into office 


or has won its victories by honest 
means. 
In the Chicago convention a minori- 


ty report of the committee on resolu- 
tions containing a declaration in favor 
of publicity was overwhelmingly de- 
feated upon a roll call of the conven- | 
tion, and the Republican party placed 
itself squarely upon record in favor of 
concealing the names of the contribu- 
tors and the amounts of their sub- 
scriptions. By a vote of 52 to 1 in the 
committee and a vote of more than 
ten to one in the body of the conven- | 
tion they confessed their guilt. They 
thus admitted the charge so frequent- 
ly made by our party that Republican 
success in the past has largely de- 
pended upon the vast sums of money 
collected from the great monopolies of | 
the country and corruptly used in the } 
conduct of its campaigns.

It is eminentiy proper that this con-

law authorizing the commission to es- 
tablish reasonable rates whenever it 
appeared that an existing schedule was 
unjust and unreasonable.

The Democratic party believes that the 
first thing to do is to secure a physical 
valuation of the roads—tbat is, a valua- 
tion of the solid rather than the liquid 
While,

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BUNKED IN PUBLIC PARKS 


Blight Relief For Bostonians After 
Day of Excessive Heat 
Boston, July 8—With thousands of 
her suffering citizens sleeping on the 
ground in the public parks and squares 
throughout the city‘by special permis- 
sion of the mayor and park commis- 
sioners last night, Boston brought to a 
close the hottest day of the year, the 
eighth successive day of almost un- 
bearable heat, the thermometer yester- 
day officially recording 94 degrees. 
Suffering beyond endurance, one man 
committed suicide by shooting during 
the day, a woman became crazed and 
while confined in the city prison for 
safety attempted to end her life by 


hanging. A teamster fell from his 
truck and received a fractured skull 
and broken collarbone. 

The number of prostrations re- 


corded at the hospitals and relief sta- 
tions about the city reached thirty at 
midnight and many more cases came 
to the attention of physicians about 
the city which went unrecorded. 

The mercury reached the 100 mark in 
various parts of the city, while from 
Concord, N. H., the record of 104 de- 
grees was reported and at Pawtucket, 
R. I., 114 degrees was vouched for. 

The fire department last night 
flushed the streets in the crowded tene- 
ment house sections. An inert mass of 
humanity lay stretched ‘arpet 
over Boston common, the public gar- 
dens, North End park and the other 
breathing places of the city.

Bryan Aftected by Demonstration 

Lincoln, Neb., July 9.—‘“The Demo- 
crats have been very good to me and I 
can find no words to express my deep 
appreciation of the confidence and good 
will which the demonstration indi- 
cates.” 

It was with these words that W. J. 
Bryan, speaking to a number of news- 
paper men, acknowledged the remark- 
able demonstration given him by dele- 
gates to the Democratic national con- 
vention. 

That Bryan was deeply affected by 
the outburst was apparent in the grav- 
ity with which he uttered the sentiment 
quoted. The delirious homage of one 
hour and twenty-six minutes was pic- 
tured in crisp telegrams received at 
Fairview and the thrill of it showed in 
flashes of the eyes of the man to whom 
it was paid.

Instantly there was a pandemonium 
of sound and motion as delegations and 
spectators rose en masse and joined in 
the reverberating chorus of praise to the 
Nebraska candidate. ‘The standards of 
the states were wrenched from their 
places and borne through the hall to the 


platform, while banners bearing the 
portrait of Bryan were waved aloft. 
At times the intensity of the demon 


stration threatened a panic. 

Mr. Dunn brought out the name of 
“William Jennings Bryan” with much 
dramatic force and the response from 
the great throng was electric. The 
delegates sprang up, the galleries fol- 
lowed suit, and the demonstration was 
quickly under way. A few minutes af 
ter the cheering began an immense oil 
painting of Bryan was lowered from 
behind a monster American = «aiijeld 
which had reposed over the chairman's 
desk ever since the convention began. 
The appearance of the picture rajsed 
the outburst. 

When the noise bad continued for 
just fifty-five minutes, the sergeants-at- 
arms began their first efforts to stil! 
the uproar and to clear the aisles. The 
word was given to messengers that it 
was desired that the paraders should 
cease. A message was sent to the 
band in the gallery to cease playing and 
it willingly obeyed the injunction, the 
players being almost exhausted by 
their severe work in the torrid gallery 
near the roof. 

These measures had some effect, but 
it was impossible for such an uproar to 
die away in an instant. The states’ 
standards in large measure were re 
turned to their places and one hour af 
ter its commencement the excitement 
and noise were subsiding. One hour 
and five minutes after Dunn had spoken 
his last words the hall was rapidly 
quieting down and the mass of dele- 
gates and spectators was seated,

John W. Kern was born Dec. 
1849, at the village of Alto, Howard 
county, Indiana. His father, Dr. Jacob 
AV. Kern, was a Virginian by birth, who 
removed to Shelby county, Ind., in 
1836, and lived there until 1846, when 
he moved into the new northern county. 

John Kern’s mother was Nancy Lig- 
gett and she and Dr. Kern were mar- 
ried in Ohfo in 1854. When John was 
5 years old the family removed to War- 
ren county, Ia. From the time he went 
to Iowa until he was 15 years old he 
did not see a railroad train. The fam-

ily moved back to Howard county in 
1864. In the 60's, while still In lowa, 
Mrs. Kern died. Two children were 


left, John and his sister, who is now 
Mrs. Isaac Engel of Danville, Va. 

John was educated in the district 
schools and he continued his education 
by attending the Indiana normal! schoo] 
of Kokomo, Ind., riding horseback ten 
miles each way every day. Later he 
taught schoo] near Alto. He earned 
money to enter Ann Arbor, graduating 
from the law department of Michigan 
university in 1869. He immediately 
began practicing in Kokomo, Ind. 

He was “drafted” when he was 21 
years old to make the race for the leg 
islature in the Republican county of 


Howard, but was defeated. Ile was 
chosen city attorney of Kokomo for six 
terms over Republican aspirants. In 
1SS4 he was elected reporter of the su 


preme court. Since then Indianapolis 


has been his home, where he has prac 
teed law. 

He has worked in every campaign, 
served the county in the legislature 
and was the leader of his parity in the 
state senate He was city attorney 
under the last two administrations of 
Mayor Thomas Taggart, from October, 
1897, to October, 1901. In 1900 he was 
nominated for vernor, but was de 


feated. fore the St. Louis conyen- 


of four years ago Kern's name had 


been prominently mentioned among the 


vice pre sidential possibilities.

They Continue to Spread With 
Alarming Rapidity 


LOSS IS ALREADY $300,000 


A Thousand Men Fighting the Flames 
Under Great Difficulty--More Than 
Thirty Square Miles Burned in 


York County Alone 


Portland, Me., July 13.—Witha series 
of dangerous forest fires seattered all 
along the Maine coast from the York 
river to the Penobscot, and raging also 
at various inland points, after a week 
of the most strenuous efforts to place 
them under control, the situation is re- 
garded as almost desperate. 

Under the scorching heat of the last 
two weeks, the undergrowth in the 
Maine forests has become dry as tinder. 
and sparks from locomotives or from 
matches carelessly dropped by campers 
have quickly started’ fires which, in 
many instances, have taken on the pro- 
portions of a conflagration. 

Thousands of acres of wild land 
have been burned over, and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of timber destroyed 
The loss of timber in the Kineo region 
alone is estimated at over $100,000, 
and the fires in that district are still un- 
controllable. Trains on the Somerset 
railroad have been held up by the 
flames. Tbe work of the fire fighters 
bas been most exhausting, and in the 
high temperature, with the added heat 
of the great fires, there are many cases 
of prostration. 

Bangor is fairly encircled by fires in 
the woods of neighboring towns. No 
towns are considered in any immediate 
danger, but vast tracts of woodland 
are being licked up. From the top of 
Saunders’ mountain In Dedham, not 
far from Bangor, no less than thirteen 
fires can be counted in the vicinity of 
Mt. Katahdin. It is estimated that a 
thousand men are fighting forest fires 
within a radius of thirty-five miles of 
Bangor. 

Brunswick is another center of for- 
est destruction, though in the region 
about there the timber is for the most 
part of comparatively small growth. 
Fires have been burning fora week 
along the Harpswell road and have 
burned over several square miles of 
territory. Though they were appur- 
ently under control Saturday, they 
broke out in new places yesterday. 

Along the New Meadows river a 
blaze, which is still unsubdued, put a 
stop to traffic over the Lewiston, Au- 
gusta and Waterville street railway, 
burning poles and damaging ties and 
rails. No houses were burned, but the 
flames seem to be pushing irresistibly 
toward a number of valuable estates. 

Along the York county shore smoke 
from four forest fires in York, Wells 
and Kennebunk cloud the atmosphere 
of scores of summer resorts. At Ogun- 
quit, in Wells, and at Parson’s beach, 
an exclusive summer settlement of 
wealthy New Yorkers in Kennebunk, 
the flames came uncomfortably close, 
so that it was necessary to protect the 
roofs of buildings from sparks and to 
organize volunteer parties to assist the 
Boston and Maine railroad workmen 
and others in holding back the flames. 

More than thirty square miles of 


land has been burned over in York 
county during the past week. 
The total damage thus far by the 


various fires in the state Is difficult to 
estimate, but probably $300,000 is not 
too high a figure of the damage.

But One Drink, 

An innovation in the methods of 
conducting the liquor ‘business in 
Fitchburg and some vicinity towns is 
attracting some attention and the re- 
sults will be watched with much in- 
terest. By an agreement entered into 
by the brewers, saloon keepers and 
police, only one drink Will ge served 
to a person, and that only for pur- 
poses of refreshment, and not for in- 
toxication. The action is taken in an 
effort to effect a radical reform in the 
conduct of the saloons, and all the 
parties to the agreement are suid to 
be working in earnest co-operation for 
the success of the movement. In every 
saloon is posted a list of those per- 
sons convicted of intoxication since 
May 1, and it is optional with the 
dispenser of liquids to refuse any 
persons who, to his knowledge, are 
addicted to the use of drink or have 
ever been arrested for drunkennes:. 
Patrons must first tell their name be- 
fore being served, and the bartexder 
gives him the desired drink after an 
examination of the list, but one to a 
person is the limit. It is expected 
that the new plan, if faithfully car- 
ried out, will materially reduce the 
amount of intoxication, and to that 
extent-operate to the benefit ofthe 
community.—Milford Gazette,

Vice Presidential Candidateand Labor

--National Chairmanship Narrows 


Down to Campau and James 


Lincoln, Neb., July 14.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor will support W. J. Bryan in 
the coming presidential campaign. In 
political circles this announcement has 
overshadowed all others, even the ar- 
rival of John W. Kern, the vice presi- 
dential nominee. 

While Gompers’ support was prom- 
ised to the ticket, he specifically de- 
nied any present intention of taking the 
‘stump in the coming campaign. He 
left Fairview after fifteen minutes’ in- 
iterview with Bryan. At present it is 
! believed there will be no need for Gom- 
sense, 
and Gompers does not expect to 
called on to speak publicly in the cam- 


be 


paign. 
The Republican convention, Gom- 
pers asserts, ignored the demands of 


labor, while the Democrats acknowl- 
edged them in their platform. His 
| course, he says, is clear, and he will do 
what is demanded of him in the inter- 
ests of labor as best impressed in the 
platform adopted at Denver. As the 
situation is at present, Gompers’ ef- 
‘forts cah be better expended elsewhere 
than on the rostrum. In his interview 
with Bryan Gompers was attended by 
Secretary Morrison of the Federation 
and James Duncan, also a labor leader. 
|; The representatives of organized la- 
bor and the vice presidential nominee, 
John W. Kern, and party, reached 
“Bryan “Station” by trolley car. Bry- 
an went out to greet them. “Ah, there 
lis the vice president,” observed the 
| leader of the ticket, extending his hand. 
| What Kern said in reply was lost in 
the confusion, but his smile was re- 
assuring as he shook hands with the 
standard-bearer of his party. 

The presidential and the vice prest- 
dential nominees led the way to. the 
| Bryan home, followed by Abram Sim- 
mons, delegate-at-large to the conven- 
tion; J. E. Osborne, member of the 
state central committee of Indiana, and 
| Chairman Jackson of that committee. 
| Jackson, after talking with Bryan, de- 
clared that Indiana would go for Bryan 
by 10,000 votes. 

Mr. Bryan told his visitors that it had 
been reported he would make a front 
porch campaign. He was by no means 
certain of this, but admitted that he 
had promised to make a speech in Chi- 
cago on Labor day. 

Interest centers in the visit today of 
members of the new national commit- 
tee. Dr. Hall, national committeeman 
from Nebraska, yesterday stated that 
the chairmanship of the committee lay 
between James of Kentucky, Campau 
of Michigan, Lamb of Indiana and At- 
wood of Kansas. Speculation on the 
subject has now narrowed down to 
Campau and James, to the latter largely 
because Bryan has expressed admira- 
tion for his political and intellectual 
qualities, and to Campau because of his 
admitted business ability.

Hot Springs, Va., July 14.—Begin- 
ning the work of writing his speech of 
acceptance of the presidential nomina- 
tion, to be delivered in Cincinnati on 
July 28, William H. Taft is making a 
careful study and comparison of the 
Democratic and Republican platforms 
adopted by the recent conventions. He 
has at his command copies of speeches 
of acceptance of candidates of both 
parties of recent years and within a 
day or two he will receive copies of the 
platforms of woth parties for many 
years. Taft is looking through all the 
documents bearing on the subject and 
before concluding his work he will have 
the views of many leaders of the party 
on the draft of the document. 


New Presidential Candidate 

Columbus, O., July 14—With but 
few of the delegates to the national 
Prohibition convention on the ground, 
the contest for the nomination for 
president presents no definite aspect. 
Many of the leaders are here, but the 
state delegations will not begin to ar- 
rive until this afternoon. <A vigorous 
movement in behalf of Charles  S. 
Scanlon of Pittsburg for the presiden- 
tial nomination is the latest develop- 
ment. Sganlon is the field representa- 
tive of the Temperance society of the 
Presbyterian church.

BULLET IN H.5 wiVveR 


Dentist Shot by Mother-in-Law, 
Whom He Had Made a Widow 
Northport,,L. 1, July 14.—Standing 

within a few feet of the spot where a 

little more than two years ago he shot 

gnd killed his aged father-in-law, Dr. 

James W. Simpson, a dentist, was shot 

and perhaps mortally wounded by his 

mother-in-law, Mrs. Bartley T. Horner, 
the woman he made a widow. Simp- 
son's ~wife, from whom he has_ been 
estranged for many months, was near 

when the shot was fired, but she did 

not witness the shooting. She refused 

to go near Simpson, and he had to 
craw! to a house 200 feet away to have 
his wound attended to. 

Mrs. Horner was arrested and held 
in $5000 bail, while Simpson, with the 
assistance of two friends, made his 
way to a hospital in New York. The 
bullet lodged in his liver and an imme- 
diate operation was performed to take 
the bullet out. The doctors say that 
Simpson has only a small chance of re- 
covery. ‘ 

Statements from Simpson and from 
Mrs. Horner as to the circumstances at- 


tending the shooting disagree. This 
second tragedy at the Horner home- 


stead is only another chapter in a series 
of unhappy domestic events of the last 
few years. ‘The shooting of Horner by 
Simpson aroused the countryside in De- 
cember, 1905, and when the dentist was 
put on trial his wife turned against him 
and went so far as to take the witness 
stand against him. Mrs. Horner also 
gave damaging testimony against her 
son-in-law. Simpson was going through 


the manual of arms with a shotgun 
when he accidentally shot his father- 
in-law. 


After the verdict of acquittal Simp- 
son resumed the practice of destistry. 


He opened a suite of offices in) New 
York, but he had lost many of his 
clients and of late, it is said, he has 


sought finuneial aid. Simpson's wife 
left him after the trial and came here 


to live with her mother.

Ostrander, who was a leading 
member of the bar, was executor of 
many large estates. He was reputed to 
be very wealthy. Recently his health 
was bad and at times he became melan- 
choly.

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Pres‘dent Is Powerless to Leg- 
islate Individually 


IS HEDGE) BY RESTRICTIONS 


Only Ambition Should Be to Prove 
Worthy of Confidence of Country- 
men--Bryan’s Conception of the 


World’s Highest Office 


New York, July 14.—William J. Bry- | 
an bas written an article entitled “My 
Conception of the Presidency,” for the 
July 18 issue of Colller’s Weekly. Mr. 
Bryan says: 

The president’s power for good or for | 
harm is often overestimated. Our goy- 


ernment is a government of checks and 
balances; power is distributed among 
different departments, and each official 
works in co-operation with others: 

In the making of laws, for instance, 
the president joins with the senate and 
house; he may recommend, but he is 
powerless to legislate, except 48 a ma- 
jority of the senate and the house con- 
eur with him. The senate and the 
house are also independent of each 
other, each having a veto over the other, 
aud the president has a veto over both, 
except that the senate and house cau, 
by a two-thirds vote, override the presi- 
dent's veto. The influence of the presi- 
dent over legislation, is therefore, lim- 
ited; he shares responsibility with a 
large number of the people s representa- 
tives. 

Even in the enforcement of the law 
he is hedged about by restrictions. He 
acts through an attorney general | 
(whose appointment must be approved, 
by the senate) and offenders against 
the law must be prosecuted in the 


eourts, so that here again the responsi 


bility is divided. In the making of 
important appointments, too, he must 
consult the senate, and is, of necessity, 
compelled to exercise care and discre- 
tion. 

The most important requisite In) a 
president, as in other officials, is that 
his sympathy shall be with the whole 
people rather than with any fraction 
of the population. He ts constantly 
called upon to act in the capacity of a 
judge—deciding between the opportun! 
ties of those who seek favors and the 
rights and interests of the public. Un 
less his sympathies are right the few 
are sure to have an advantage over the 
many, for the masses have no one to 
present their claims. They act only at 
elections, and must trust to their rep- 
resentatives to protect them from all 
their foes. 

Second, the president must have 
knowledge of public questions and the 
ability to discern between the true and 
the false; he must be able to analyze 
the conditions and to detect the sophis- 
tries that are always employed by those 
who seek unfair advantages. He must 
possess the moral courage to. stand 
against the influences that are brought 
to bear in favor of special interests. In 
fact, the quality of moral courage is as 
essential in a public official as either 
right sympathies or a trained mind. 

A president must have counselors, 
and, to make wise use of counselors, he 
must be open to convictions. The presi- 
dent is committed by his platform to 
certain policies, and the platform fs 
binding; he is also committed to certain 
principles of government, and these he 
{s duty bound to apply in all matters 
that come before him. But there is a 
wide zone in whch he must act upon 
his own judgment, and here he ought to 
have the aid of intelligent, conscientious 
and faithful advisers. 

The law provides these, to a certain 
extent, in giving him a cabinet, and the 
vice president ought to be made a mem- 
ber of the cabinet ex-officio in order, 
first, that the president may have the 
benefit of his wisdom and knowledge 
of affairs, and, second, that the vice 
president may be better prepared to 
take up the work of the president In 
case of a vacancy in the presidential 
office. 

There ought to be cordial relations 
also between the president and those 
who occupy positions of influence in 
the co-ordinate branches of the govern- 
ment, for our government is not a one- 
man government, but a government in 
which the chosen representatives of 
the people labor together to give expres- 
sion to the will of the voters. 

But the presidency is the highest po- 


siti in the world, and its occupant 
is ah important factor in all national 
matters. If he fs a devout believer in 


our thecry of government, recognizes 
the constitutional distribution of pow- 
ers, trusts thoroughly in the people and 
fully sympathizes with them in their 
aspirations and hopes, he has an op- 
portunity to do a splendid work: he oc- 
cupies a vantage ground from which 
he can exert a wholesome influence in 
favor of each forward movement, 

The responsibilities of the dffica are 
80 great that the occupant ought to be 
relieved of every personal ambition, 
save the ambition to prove worthy of 
the confidence of his countrymen. For 
this reason, he ought to enter the posi- 
tion without thought or prospect of a 
second term.

IN town, sparks from the burning terri- 
SS ee re tory dropping thickly into the main 
streets. The entire fire fighting force 


of the town was kept busy all duy yes- 
terday protecting residences and push- 
ing back the flames. Last night the 
fire was held in check, but the tiremen 
remained on duty to guard against dan- 
ger from the smouldering embers. 

With the exception of one hose reel 
left to guard the center of the town, 
the entire Plymouth fire department 
was burried to the ontskirts, where 
they saved outlying buildings only after 
heroic work. Almost a panic was felt 
in the town as all the available ap- 
paratus was called to the danger zone, 
one by one, and many of the inhabitants 
were obliged to wet down the roofs of 
their houses. The fire wardens and 
deputies worked side by side with the 
fire department. Men with hand ex- 
tinguishers and shovels were distrib- 
uted along the skirmish lines, while be- 
hind them were massed the engines 
and chemicals. 

Near the village of Washington, R. 
I., a large acreage of timber and small 
growth was burned over and a sawmili 
and farm home destroyed by the most 
extensive forest blaze that state has 
known in years. 

Various fires are reported also in New 
Hampshire and Vermont wild land 
sections, but most of them are appar- 
ently well in hand, though none will be 
extinguished completely until a heavy 
rain sets in. 

The situation in Maine shows no im- 
provement. In scores of towns the 
glare of the burning forests is plainly 
visible and the atmosphere Is clouded 
densely with smoke. Many new fires 
broke out during yesterday In various 
districts of the state, and many more 
which have been in progress for days. 
in spite of the efforts of big gangs of 
men, continue with unabated violence. 

Thus far very few homes or other 
buildings have been burned in any part 
of Maine, but railroad traffic has been 
seriously interfered with in some sec- 
tions and telephone and telegraph cir- 
cults interrupted.

Of Trip in Ireland 


Liverpool, June 27, 1908. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I promised in my last letter to take 
my dear friends in Quincy on a trip 
from Glasgow to Ireland, and through 
a good part of the beautiful Isle of 
Erin. If I take you on a rather quick 
and flying trip I hope®-you will forgive 
me, because I am in quite a hurry to 
get to Wales, to attend the great 
preaching conventions that are held 
there this time of the year. 

Just a word before we leave Glas- 
gow. Some of my Scotch friends, 
would like to hear about the condi- 
tion of labor and’ business in Scotland 
about this time. Well I must say 
that it is deplorable. Thousands of 
idle men walking the streets unem- 
ployed. More than half the ship 
yards idle or doing next to nothing. 
Indeed that is the condition through- 
out Great Britain. We complain in 
Quincy but if you saw what I saw 
this side of the pond, we would feel 
thankful after all. 

All 
land of the 


right, come on, we leave the 


Scots. First we take a 


first class train carriage for Andros- 


san. Then first cabin in the fast day 
boat to Belfast. Let us visit the 
cabin; it is all right. Here is a table 
where you write a letter home. 
Oh yes, there is plenty of paper and 
envelopes and stamps. After you are 
through there is a post office in the 


can 


vestibule. 1 wrote three letters on 
that boat. 

Now we are half way to Belfast. 
See this is a flying trip. We are 


just passing Alsic Crag or as some 
call it “Paddy’s Rock.” It is an 
island and it is round. There are 
lots of quarries on it; all good solid 
granite. There is not much work 
there at present. Little while ago 
the powder magazine exploded which 
caused the loss of many lives. 

Well here is Belfast. Here is a 
man in livery coming after us. He 
sees at once that we are Americans 
by our independent looks. He in- 
vites us to his carriage. Of course 
we go, although we know we have got 
to foot the bills. He orders the 
coachman to drive us to the Grand 
Central hotel. We.go in; register; 
get our afternoon tea; a fellow in 
red uniform shows us our room, and 
of course we tip him, for you must 
be ready with a sixpence or a shilling 
every time any one touches your 
valise, 

Now come out to see the city. Oh 
dear me, see the rain, it simply pours. 
That is the style here; now the sun 
shines; and in less time than you can 
tell, it rains. But this don’t seem to 
clear. Never mind, we'll venture 
anyway, rain or shine. Say old man 
how much do you want to take this 
crowd in those jaunting cars for an 
hour. He looks at us, sizes us up, 
and he says one and sixpence each 
and take the lot. Well, all right, bring 
your cars and off we go. 

Did you ever see such a thing be- 
fore? Women bare-footed, ragged 
cold and hungry in the very heart of 
the city, asking for a half penny. 
Boys without number in the same con- 
dition. Donkeys, small ones too 
drawing big loads of cabbage, pota- 
toes, etc., and women driving them. 
Our driver shows wus where the 
Mauritania was built, and the skele- 
ton of two others that are much larg- 
er. Well the hour is up, and we are 
wet to the skin. It is good we have 
a change of clothing with us. 

Did you say you were tired! Well, 
then, let us retire. It is 10 P. M., 
but as light as day. We might as 
well sleep it out. In the morning 
there is nothing going on in Ireland 
either before 9 o'clock. 

Sorry, sorry, rain again today, let 
us take the train to the country. See 
those pretty cottages all or many of 
them with thatched roofs. What 
pretty fields and gardens. The peo- 
ple seem to be as happy as clams at 
high water, even if they are poor; 
there is very little of the land culti- 
vated. It is nearly all grass land. 
The people raise cattle, sheep, swine, 
hens and chickens, eggs, etc., for the 
English market, Then they pay the

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money to the landlords who live in! 
England. Oh, what a pity. 

Well, what do you think if we go 
back to our hotel, as long as it is so; 
rainy and cold, and I think I will | 
take you across to Holyhead to show | 
you the greatest breakwater in Ge 
world, also the fastest mail boats | 
afloat, and I will give you a glimpse} 
of the old city of Chester, etc. 

We will come back to the green isle 
when they have better weather.

Jordan’s son, who was 
called before the committee and asked 
to tell where his father was, said he 
did not know, and when further ques- 
tioned said he did not know whether 
his father was dead or alive. 

When the Armstrong committee Iu 
vestigation had come to a close Jordan 
put in an appearance, and it was theu 
learned that he had been In Europe. 
As a result of the disclosures made be- 
fore the Armstrong committee the 
grand jury found eighteen indictments 
for forgery and one for perjury against 
Jordan. 

Orly recently Jordan appeared before 
Justice Goff, in the criminal branch of 
the supreme court, and pleaded not 
guilty to the indictments. His trial 
was set for the fall term of the criminal 
branch. Since his indictment Jordan 
had remained before the public eye as 
little as possible. While he was active 
in financial circles, his name seldom ap- 
peared in print. 

As soon as Jordan’s son had been 
summoned the body was taken to the 
police station. There {t was viewed by 
Coroner's Physician Weston, who said 
that death was due to heart failure or 
apoplexy and that an autopsy was not 
necessary. He gave permission for 
the removal of the body, and Frank 
Jordan quickly secured the services of 
an undertaker and had the body of his 
father taken to his home in Englewood. 

Jordan leaves a widow, his son, 
Frank, and a daughter, Mrs. Edward 
D. O’Brien, who married the son of 
Judge Dennis O’Brien, recently of the 
court of appeals.

Malden. Contracts For 


Soldiers’ ‘Monoment 


Now that the differences in the 
labor industry have been adjusted for 
a term of years and good times are 
returning, an effort should be made 
to raise funds for the new Soldiers 
Monument at Quincy, to replace the 
one erected in 1868. 

The Boston Transcript says: Bela 
L. Pratt, the sculptor, has been 
awarded the contract for the new 
$15,000 soldiers’ monument recently 
authorized by the Malden City Govern- 
ment, the award having been made 
Monday night by the special City 
Council and Citizens’ Committee of 
fifteen, headed by ex-Mayor Charles 
D. McCarthy. 

The contract calls for its com- 
pletion for dedication on Memorial 
Day of 1910 and the corner stone of 
the monument will, according to pres- 
ent plans, be laid on next Memorial 
Day. The site is in Bell Rock Park, 
and the Malden Park Commission al- 
ready has received plans from archi- 
tect Olmsted for beautifying the 
grounds and making them ready for 
the reception of this monument. 

At the new Malden High School 
hall Monday evening Mr. Pratt's 
model of the monument was on ex- 
hibition with one by Cyrus E. Dallin, 
also of Boston. Members of the past 
and present city councils of Malden, 
together with the members of Malden 
patriotic societies, were present to 
inspect the work of the two sculptors. 

Mr. Pratt’s monument is a com- 
position of three bronze figures, the 
central one holding the American 
flag, which gives splendid relief to 
the head. On one side of the central 
figure, kneeling, is a sailor, and on 
the other a soldier, with gun in hand. 

The figures are seven and a half 
feet high and the total height of the 
shaft will be twenty-eight te thiry 
feet. The pedestal wil lbe of granite 
and the location, according to the 
Park Commission’s plans, will be 
upon the site of the old Bell Rock. 

The present memorial tablet, con- 
taining the names of Malden’s early 
revolutionary heroes, will form the 
centre of a rough stone work and 
loam embankment. The monument 
will be nearly fifty feet from the 
street. Two approaches will be of 
twelve steps each. The _ estimated 
cost of the landscape work is $7000. 


Steamship Creole

The steamer Creole, which wag 
built at Quincy for the Morgan line’s 
service ‘between New York and New 
Orleans, is expected to return to 
Quincy this week for a general over- 
hauling to change propellers and to 
install forced draft. The Creole has 
turbine engines and there is talk of 
using oil instead of coal for fuel.

Mr. Hitchcock left Washington today 
for Colorado Springs. On the way he 
will stop in Chicago on Friday to make 
arrangements for western Republican 
headquarters in that city. In this con- 
nection it can be said to be not uniikely 
that Hitchcock may make his perma- 
nent headquarters during the cam- 
paign in Chicago, instead of New York.

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WOMEN FOUGHT FLAMES 


Aided Male Population In Saving 
Village From Destruction 

Orleans, Mass., July 16—Men and 
women of Orleans faced a crisis never 
before known in the history of this old 
Cape Cod town. By desperately fight- 
ing side by side they have saved their 
homes from a devouring wail of crack- 
ling flames which, driven by a brisk 
Wind, threatened to lay waste the vil- 
lage.

helped thrash out the creeping red 
flames in the dry grass with damp- 


ened blankets. 

In all, over SOO worked through the 
long hours, and at last, with the fire 
well under control and its course di- 
rected away from the populated see- 
tion, they returned to their homes to 
await further outburst. 


Small Crowds at Olympic Games 
London, July 16.—The gold medals 
went to Great Britain, France and Swe- 
den, as the winners of the finals of Wed- 
hesday’s events at the Olympic games. 
Great Britain was a double winner and 
France and Sweden secured ove first 
each. America had to-be satistied with 
one silver medal, symbolic of second 
place in the three-mile team race. If 
the number of spectators is to be taken 
as an evidence, the public is evincing 
little interest in the great athletic pro-

present. 


Government Won't Be Cheated 

Washington, July  16.—Complaint 
has been filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission by the navy depart- 
ment against the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, the New England Steamship 
and the New England Navigation com- 
panies, for the recovery of $3 for trans 
porting two government employes fron: 
Pittsburg to Newport, R. I. The de- 
fendant carriers charged the govern- 
ment a rate of $12.50 each for the two 
men, the government claiming that 9 
rate of $11 each would have been a rez- 
sonable compensation for the services 
rendered. 


Objections to Fleet's Visit 

Wellington, N. Z., July 16.—The So- 
cialists in Auckland are threatening to 
hold a demonstration of the unem- 
ployed as a protest against the public 
expenditures incidental to the recep- 
tion of the American fleet. In the house 
of assembly here last night, Mr. Mal- 
ecolm declared there was danger that 
the visit of the American fleet might 
cause the colonists to place depend- 
ence on the United States rather than 
on the motherland. He therefore re- 
gretted that the invitation had been 
given.

Prickett, aged 68, a retired minister of 
the Methodist Episcopal church and 
former recorder of the borough of 
Metuchen, was shot down and killed 
in the street here by Archie Herron. 
Two years ago, while Prickett was re- 
eorder, Herron was arraigned before 
him for disorderly conduct and sen- 
tenced to ten days In jail. Prickett 
was editor of a weekly paper. Herron 
made no statement of the affair to the 
authorities. 


Union Membership Decreased 

Denver, July 16.—The annual report 
of Secretary-Treasurer Mills of the 
Western Federation of Miners, which 
was submitted to the convention here. 
shows that the organization lost 5000 
members during the past year. Mills 
attributes the loss to the existing in- 
dustrial conditions. The report says 
$189,589 was expended in the defense 
of Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone and 
Adams on murder charges.

City Official 
Remonstrate 
Against Bridge 


Mr. Whitman ang Mr. Pinkham al- 
so spoke against the proposition, as} 
they did not deem it necessary to 
puild a new bridge. 

J. P. Riley of the Neponset In- 
provement Society said the bridge 
at the Boston end was too narrow 
and the draw was also narrow. Bos- 
ton did not feel that it should lay 
out any money to widen its end or 


the draw, and for this reason it 
(ver the Neponsel would be better to build a new 

bridge. 

When chairman Las Casas asked 


Quincy made an emphatic objection 
at the hearing before the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners on Wednesday 
on the proposition to build a new 
pridge over the Neponset river. 
Representatives of the city claimed 
that the bridge was narrow on the 
Boston end and that if the City of 
Boston took care of its end of the 
present structure as well as did the 
City of Quincy there would be no 
necessity for a new bridge. 

The hearing was -on a _ resolve 
passed by the last Legislature call- 
ing upon the Metropolitan Park Com- 
missioners to investigate the advis- 
ability of such a bridge, and report 
to the next General Court as to the 
cost etc. 

The city was represented at the 
hearing by Mayor Shea, City Solicitor 
McAnarney, Herbert T. Whitman and 
Walter S. Pinkham of the Citizens’ 
Association, and Ernest W. Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

Representative Mildram, who intro- 
duced the resolve in the Legislature, 
explained that he had asked for the 
investigation because it was thought 
necessary to build the bridge in con- 
nection with the boulevards. 

Representative Burr of Dorchester 
said the present bridge had been re- 
built about three time in the last 100 
years. It must soon be rebuil§ again, 
and though the City of Quincy has 
Federal government 
might step in at any time and order 
rebuilt to fifty feet. 

The questions are the necessity of 
rebuilding, the public demand for the 
bridge, the physical construction of 
the bridge, whether it should be for a 
few years or the next hundred years, 
and who should bear the cost. In re- 
ply to questions, Mr. Burr said that 
the bridge had been declared danger- 
ous, but he would not say about that. 
Mr. Curtis asked whether the bridge 
should be in the same location or not. 
Mr. Burr favored the present site, 
and favored car tracks on it, for 
companies should pay 
something for maintenance and con- 
struction. 

Representative Mildram said he had 
drawn a bill like the West 
Boston Bridge Act, but the question 
of law was raised. Then the city law 
department drew this resolve, feeling 
that some expert advice was needed. 
He corrected Mr. Burr, saying that 
the draw is only thirty-nine feet wide, 
and the new railroad bridge there 
has a fifty-foot draw. 

Mr. Las Casas said that he had 
been informed that the City of Bos- 
ton had approved the bill for a 
bridge but not additional boulevards. 
Mr. Mildram confirmed this view. 
Chairman Las Casas said it might be

Charles F. Atwood 
Qf Houghs Neck 
One of Victims 

At Mystic Wharf 


Charles F, Atwood of Houghs Neck 
and two other men were killed and 
three injured by an explosion of fire- 
works on Thursday, at 
wharf, 
Nickerson of 


the Mystic 

Atwood and Liba H. 
Lynn who wer. killed 
were customs examiners and Thomas 
were custom examiners and Thomas 
E. Mason, the third victim, a freight 
handler. 

Atwood was formerly a_ residen® 
of Roxbury but in recent years has 
spent his summers at Honghe Neck, 
and has resided in the winter at the 
Hancock Quincy and on 
Cranch hill. He was a brother of ex- 
Congressman Harrison H. Atwood 
aged 40 years, and has worked at the 
custom house sixteen years. He was 
a widower and leaves a son 12 years 
old. 

Chief Clerk Reardon of the Ham- 
burg-American line, at whose pier the 
accident occurred, accounts for the 
explosion as follows: 

“Mason, who was a watchman on 
the pier, opened the door to the small 
shed just inside the big freight shed 
which is used by the customs inspec- 
tors for the examination of explosive 
and other bonded goods. With him 
were Customs Inspectors Nickerson 
and Atwood. The three men went in- 
side to examine two cases of fire- 
works that were the only things in 
the shed. I saw them enter and 
started to go to the other end of the 
pier. 

“I was not 20 feet away from the 
shed, in which there was but a small 
amount of freight, when two terrific 
explosions occurred. They were fol- 
lowed by a huge sheet of flame which 
filled the entrance to the freight 
shed. 

“There were a number of employes 
around and they were all startled and 
stunned some by the force of the ex- 
plosion. 

“Immediately following the burst of 
flames, the workmen got out the line 
of hose in the shed. William Litson, 
a laborer, was the first to reach the 
house and turned on the water. He 
deserves great credit, for the water 
was none too soon. 

“The explosion had blown off the 
side of the little shanty and set fire to 
two bales of cotton. In a minute 
longer there would have been + 
fierce fire going on in the big freight 
shed. 

“As soon as it was possible to get 
into the shanty we found Nickerson 
and Mason dead on the floor. At- 
wood, with both legs nearly blown off 
and one arm hanging shattered, was 
still alive. 

“He was carried out in an ambu- 
lance when it arrived. He died on his 
way to the hospital. The clothing of 
the three men was burned or blown 
almost completely off. Their faces 
were so burned as to make them un- 
recognizable, except to those who 
knew them well. 

“It is only a miracle that I am not 
among the dead. I was about to fol- 
low the three men into the shanty 
when some one shouted to me at the 
other end of the house. I started in 
that direction just as the explosion 
came. 

“The accident must have happened 
when Nickerson started to open the 
case of explosives. It was likely that 
his chisel or patent opener slipped in 
such a way that it struck one of the 
pieces of explosives, which set off the 
two cases.”

On the first two ballots Chafin did not 
show a great amount of strength, re- 
ceiving but 175 out of 1083 votes on the 
first and 276 out of 10ST on the second 
ballot His nomination was assured, 
however, when the rolicall began for 
the third balot. His own state, which 
had voted largely for Daniel R. Sheen 
of Peoria, and the New York delegation, 
followed by those of Indiana and Wis- 
consin, Came over to Chafin, and on the 
third ballot he received a total of 636 
votes. 

The strongest competitor of Chatin 
was Rey. William B. Palmore of St 
Louis, who received 274 votes on the 
first ballot, and a comparatively smal! 
rote after it was evident that the noml- 
nation of Chafin could not be prevented 

It was then decided to make Palmore 
the vice presidential nominee and he 
was named by acclamation He de- 
clined to accept the office, however, 
and persisted in his attitude, despite the 
strong urging of his friends. 

The convention became involved in 
a deep parliamentary tangle The 
rules were several times suspended and 
the suspensions immediately revoked 
Finally it was decided that Aaron 8S. 
Watkins of Ada, O., should be named 
by acclamation. There was no opposi 
tion to him at the moment, and Chair 
man Scanlon was on the verge of de- 
claring Watkins the nominee when 
several delegates broke in with a flood 
of motions, amendments and suspen 
sions of the rules, 

An extended debate finally resulted 
{n the restoration of the rules and in 
a ballot for the vice presidency. Three 
men were named, Professor Watkins, 
T. B. Demaree of Kentucky and Charles 
S. Holler of Indiana. The ballot re 
sulted in the nomination of Watkin: 
by an overwhelming majority and be 
was immediately thereafter made the 
unanimous choice of the conwention. 

Both the presidential and vice presi- 
dential nominees are candidates for 
governor in their respective states on 
the Prohibition ticket. 

Eugene W. Chafin is anattorney. He 
is a native of Waukesha county, Wis.. 
and for several years practiced law 
there. He was at one time candidate 
for governor of Wisconsin on the Pro 
hibition ticket and was this year placed 
In the running for the same position In 
Illinois by the Prohibitiontsts of that 
state. 

The forenoon session of the conven 
tion was devoted to the discussion and 
adoption of a platform which is prob 
ably the shortest on record. It is as 
follows: 

1—The submission by congress to 
the several states of an amendment to 
the federal constitution prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale, importation, ex- 
portation or transportation of aleoholic 
liquors for beverage purposes. 

2—The immediate prohibition of the 
liquor trafiic for beverage purposes in 
the District of Columbia, in the terri- 
tories and all places over which the na- 
tional government has jurisdiction, the 
repeal of the internal revenue tax on 
alcoholic liquors and the prohibition of 
the interstate traffic there. 

38—The election of the United States 
senator by direct vote of the people. 

4—Equitable graduated income and 
inheritance taxes. 

5—The establishment of postal say- 
ings banks and the guaranty of de- 
posits in banks. 

6—The regulation of all corporations 
doing an interstate commerce business. 

7—The creation of a permanent tariff 
commission. 

8—The strict enforcement of law in- 
stead of the official tolerance and prac- 
tical license of the social evil which 
prevails in many of our cities, with its 
unspeakable traffic in girls. 

9—Uniform marriage and 
laws. 

10—An equitable and constitutional 
employers’ Hability act. 

11—Court review of 
partment decisions. 

12—The prohibition of child labor in 
fines, workshops and factories. 

13—Legislation basing suffrage only 
upon intelligence and ability to read 
and write the English language, 

14—The preservation of the mineral] 
and forest resources of the country and 
"he improvement of the highways and 
waterways.

Maui, for coal. 

At 12:50 p. m. the Connecticut en- 
tered the harbor and was saluted from 
the naval station, and at 1:28 p. m., fol 
lowed by the other ships, she came to 
anchor inside the harbor, while the 
pent-up enthusiasm of the islanders 
found veut in whistling sirens and the 
bursting of daylight fireworks. 

As soon as the Connecticut had come 
to anchor she was boarded by the re- 
ception committee, who formally wel 
comed Rear Admiral Sperry and his of 
ficers and men to partake of Hawailan 
hospitality. Later in the afternoon 
Sperry and Governor Frear exchanged 
visits 

During the entire run to Honolulu 
the fleet experienced pleasant weather 
and smooth seas. For two hours or 
more daily, except on Sunday, the fleet 
had tactica! evolutions, aud at the same 
time routine drills were carried on. No 
noteworthy incidents occurred on the 
entire voyage. The fleet never had to 
stop or slow down, nor did any of the 
ships have to fall out of formation 
through accidents to steering gear

I then took the ground that, as such, 
I would be practically librarian, in 
so far as to have both the Assistant 
Librarian, Miss Bumpus, and the cat- 
aloguer, Miss White, report to me 
for instructions. While I was Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees, there- 
fore, i. e. until the beginning of 1894, 
Miss Bumpus was Assistant Libra- 
rian, having charge of the book de- 
livery, and Miss White was cataloguer 
haying charge of the whole depart- 
ment of cataloguing. There was no 
fully appointed Librarian. 

I presume this organization was 
continued until the resignation of 
Miss Bumpus. Jn any event, I can 
say with authority it was the or- 
ganization which was maintained 
during the entire twenty years that 
I was Chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees, i. e, from 1873 to 1893. 

Unless, therefore, some change 
was made in the organization subse- 
quent to my ceasing to be a trustee, 
the inscription on the portrait of 
Miss Bumpus, as it now stands, is 
correct, and calls for no change.

Old historic Quincy settled in 1625 
has much of interest to visitors. 
When Braintree was incorporated in 
1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a part.

Friday night was “Hook Night” at 


Destructive Work 
Of Elm Tree Beetle 


Writing of the destructive work of | 
the elm tree beetle the tree warden | 


of Hyde Park, Harry G. Higbee says: 

At this season, when the larvae (* 
grubs) collect in quantities on the 
trunks of the trees or about the base, 
they may be readily destroyed by 
spraying with kerosene emulsion, 
strong soap suds, or boiling water. 
Clear kerosene should never be used 
on a tree, as it is liable to injure it. 
It is not of much practical value, how- 
ever, to destroy the larvae and pupae 
at this stage and they could never be 
destroyed by this method alone, al- 


though if persisted in throughout the, 


season, one might keep a tree from 
being entirely defoliated, and any 
method which affords some relief 
should not be discouraged. 
While spraying is somewhat 
pensive, the cost is greatly reduced 
by the use of a power sprayer. It

soon seek winter quarters, where 
they hibernate under the bark of 
trees, under shingles, or often in old 
houses or unused attics. In the 


spring they emerge, and after feed-; 


ing awhile. deposit their orange- 
colored eggs in a double row on the 
under side of the leaves. In about

ing away the lower epidermis of the 
leaf and causing it to turn brown 
and drop off. 

When an elm is completely stripped 
early in the season, and the weather 


following is not too dry, it will usual- | 


ly send forth another crop of leaves, 
which may be fed upon by the mature 
beetles, and a second brood hatched 
out. Fortunately this pest feeds only 
upon elm trees, preferring the Eng- 
lish elm, and is therefore much more 
easily controlled than the gypsy 
moth, which, when in sufficient num- 
bers, will strip a tree in one-third 
the time of the beetles, and will also 
feed upon practically all kinds of 
trees.

RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


Something Must Be Done Quickly 
to Enhance Credit 


HILL FAVORS RAISING RATES 


Efficient Labor Essential to Success- 
ful Operation and Wages Should 


Not Be Cut--Comparison With 


Conditions In Other Countries 


New York, July 18—J. T. Harahan. 
president of the Illinois Central rail- 
road, who arrived bere on the steamer 
Mauretania, after a vacation trip to 
Europe, discussed freely the business 
situation, particularly with reference 
to the railroads. 

Harahan said it was not true that 


he went abroad to effect a big deal 
with European bankers. “I have 


heard rumors in regard to a possibility 
of European financiers dominating 
America railroads,” said he, “but se 
far as I can see, no such possibility ex- 
fists. You may depend upon that. 

“The railroad situation here is in ar 
odd and most peculiar state,” he con- 
tinued. “One of these things must 
happen: Rates must be increased, 
wages must be reduced, or the business 
of the road must be in some way in- 
creased. It is bad policy to put up the 
rates before election, you ask? Well, ic 
probably is. Something must be done, 
however, and be done quickly.” 

James J. Hill, chairman of the Great 
Northern railroad, is of the opinion 
that the only solution of the financial 
problem that confronts the railroads is 
an increase in freight rates. Hill is 
strongly opposed to a cut in wages as @ 
means of increasing the net earnings 
of railroads. Hill, who has just re- 
turned from a fishing trip in Canada, 
made the following statement: 

“There is no alternative but to raise 
rates. The credit of the railroads has 
been seriously impaired. The way to 
enhance credit is to increase rates. 
The manufacturers who decry an ad- 
vance in rates fail to appreciate that, 
without an improved credit, the rail- 
roads will be unable to expend the 
hundreds of millions which hitherto 
have made prosperity possible to them- 
selves and employes. 

“Wages should not be cut. Efficient 
labor is essential to successful opera- 
tion. Railroad employes have responsi- 
bilities. They have to meet a hard test. 
They should get fair recompense. Cut 
wages 10 percent and the men who 
got $15 last week would get $13.50 this 
week. It is the difference between 
meat and no meat. 

“Freight rates in this country 
low beyond comparison. Receiving 
but one-half and even one-third of the 
rate received in European couniries, 
the wages paid railroad employes here 
average 100 percent higher than those 
paid in Europe. 

“The American 
were created at a

double the business per mile, and pay 
twice the rate of wages.”

Plated Tin Spoons. 

Here is one way of making spoons, 
the process described being used in 
the manufacture of one variety of tim 
plated spoons. 

In its original form the material 
from which these spoons are made 
| comes in long thin strips of steel rolled 
to a uniform thickness, The strips are 
| twelve or tifteen feet in length and 
| of a width sufficient for the length of 
j the spoon to be made. These strips 
are fed into a cutting machine, which 
a off pieces, each of sufficient size 
| for making a spoon, these being sim- 
| ply so many small, flat pieces of sheet 
Steel. 

| Then these blanks are put through a 
grader, a machine with powerful rolls, 
| which so works the metal as to make 
it thinner in those parts of the blank 
that are to form the bowl and the 
handle of the spoon and thicker in the 
middle of the length of the blank 
from which the shank of the spoon 
will be made, so that it will be the bet- 
ter able to bear the bending strain that 
will be put upon the spoon in use. 

From the grader the blank goes into 
!a drop press, which cuts it into the 
| outline form of a spoon, though from 
this press it comes out still flat. 

Then in another press the bowl of 
the spoon is formed, and then in still 


| another the handle, and so at last 
you have the spoon in its complete 
spoon shape in steel, ready now to be 


plated by dipping it in molten tin.—

AN OLD TIME BREAKFAST. 


What One Visitor Was Treated to at 
Washington’s Home. 

The diary of Manasse Cutler, 
founder of Ohio and the author of the 
ordinance of 178%, gives an account of 
a visit he made to Mount Vernon 

$o years after General Washington's 
death. We say “General’’ Washing- 
ton, for that was what Mrs. Washing- 
ton was pleased to call him—a copy for 
all those good women whose husbands 
have won them honor on the field of 
war. 

Mr. Cutler says it was the desire of 
their party to arrive at Mount Vernon 
in time for breakfast (7 o'clock) 
Mrs. Washington, 
and worse horses detained them, 
they did not reach there until about 
10, which Mrs. Washington regretted, 
but she said, “Breakfast would be 
ready in a few minutes.” The diary 
goes on to say: 

“In a short time she arose and desired 
us to walk into another room, where @ 
table was elegantly spread with ham, 
cold corned beef, cold fowl, red her- 
ring and cold mutton, the dishes orna- 
mented with sprigs of parsley and 
ether vegetables from the garden. At 
the head of the table was the tea and 
coffee equipage, where she seated her- 
self and sent the tea and coffee to the 
company.”

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Americans Will Overcome Ob- 
stacles In the Olympic Games 


FATES SEEM AGAINST THEM 


Handicapped by Weather and Man- 
ner Im Which Heat Drawings Are 


Conducted--Expect to Overtake 


Lead Gained by the Britishers 


London, July 20.—Tbe United King- 
dom, whic, before the opening of the 
Olympic games at the stadium, had a 
big lead over all other nations in the 
number of wins in the contest for su- 
premacy in al] sports, most of which, 
however, were scored in competitions in 
which no other vation took part, almost 
doubled that during the past 
week, aud, furthermore, overtook the 
American in the count for track 
and field events, 

But this has not served to dishearten 
the American athletes ahd those of 
their countrymen who accompanied 
them to England. James E. Sullivan, 
the Commissioner the 
United States, said last evening: 

“We Lave come here to win the 
championship in field sports and we 
are going to do it, despite the handicap 
from which we suffering. This 
handicap two-fold. In the 
first place the men came to a country 
having the worst possible climate for 
those unused to it and this affected 
them very seriously. It is not only 
that the men cannot get into their best 
form, but the weather conditions make 
them low-spirited. They thought to 
get a little sunshine at Brighton, but 
it has been as bad there as in London. 

“The other handicap against which 
we have had to contend is the manner 
in which the heat drawings have been 
conducted. The drawings have gone 
against us in the 1500-metre race, when 
our best men, Sheppard and Halstead. 
were pitted against each other, and the 
same thing occurred in the S00-metre 
event, Sheppard and Halstead having 
been drawn against each other for a 
second time. Browilow and Ramey 
also have been put into a heat together 
in this event, while in two other heats 
of the 800 metres not a single Amer- 
ican has been drawn. 

“It is either extraordinarily bad 
luck or the manner in which the draw- 
ings have been made that has resulted 
{n such unfavorable conditions for the 
Americans. We have tried to find out 
how the drawings are conducted, but 
have not been able to get anything 
from the Amateur Athletic association 
except the reply ‘the drawings have 
been made in the usual way.” 

“As soon as I saw the drawings last 
evening I went after the secretary of 
the Amateur Athletic association and 
pointed out the injustice of this, and 
the matter is to come before the com- 
mittee. We do not care what repre- 
sentatives of other nations our mer 
have to run against, but it is unfair te 
put them against each other in the 
heats.” 

Mr. Sullivan concluded by saying: 
“The United Kingdom had its innings 
In the distance events last week; the 
Americans will have their turn this 
week in the hurdles and 
jumps.” 

The men who are to uphold the su- 
premacy of America in these sprints 
have been training at Brighton. They 
came up to London last evening and, 
although suffering from the effects of 
the climate, still they are determined 
to gather in the great majority of the 
prizes. It will be impossible to sur- 
pass the United Kingdom's total of 
wins in all sports, but the Americans 
expect very early in the week to wipe 
out fhe lead of fourteen points in the 
score for field sports which the repre- 
sentatives of the United Kingdom at 
the present time hold over them. 

The figures up to Saturday. night, 
counting by the American method, in 
the field and track events are: Unite? 
Kingdom 54, America 40. Eleven 
events still remain to be contested, 
exclusive of the Marathon race, in all 
of which the American team will add 
to thelr score. These events are: 
Standing broad jump, high jump, pote 
vault, 100, 200, 400 and 800-metre flat 
races, 110 and 400-metre hurdle races 
end the relay race. 

While the Americans realize that 
none of these will be a walkover, they 
do not fear the European competitors 
as much as they do the two Canadians, 
Kerr, the sprinter who has easily 
beaten everyone he fis met in Eng- 
land, and Archibald, the pole 
vaulter. If Longboat is allowed to run 
in the Marathon, which it is believed 
he will, the committee having already 
decided not to allow the protest filed 
against the Indian by the American 
committee, it is likely that the prize ir 
this event again will go to Canada.

Strong Republican States to As 
sist Doubiful Neighbors 


PLANS OF WESTERN LEADERS 


They Are Being Formulated Under 
Guidance of Chairman Hitchcock, 
Who Will Not Make Any Prediction 
During the Campaign 
Colorado Springs, Col., July 20.— 

When Chairman Hitchcock of the Re 


publican uational committee arrived 


here last evening he was greeted by a 
large number of political leaders W he 
had reached Colorado Springs during 
the day. He found assurances which 
wade it certain that the two days’ con- 
ference which opened today will be a 
success. Those who met Hitchcock ia 
clude national committeemen and state 
chairmen from practically every state 
and territory west of the Mississipp! 
river. Senator Warren of Wyoming 
and a number of other Republicans not 
members of the committee arrived 
here today. 

Nothing of the kind now undertaken 
by Hitchcock was ever attempted 10 
the history of national campaigns in 
any party. He announced that it 
would be his purpose to have states 
which are certainly Republican assist 
in campaigning in neighboring states 
which may be doubtful. To that end 
he is bringing the western leaders to- 
gether. Today there is a general con- 
ference, at which the various leaders 
are exchanging ideas and formulating 
a system whereby one state may draw 
on the political resources of another. 
Hitchcock will later hold indiyicual 
conferences with representatives of 
each of the states and territories which 
sent men to the political gathering. 

According to Hitehcock there has 
been a lack of coherence between west- 
ern leaders in past campaigns, the rep- 
resentatives of each state doing thet 
best to pile up Republican majorities. 
but not helping other states which bave 
more difficult political battles to fight 
He says that he wants to broaden the 
responsibilities of each of the western 
Republican leaders, with a view of 
carrying the whole western region for 
Taft and Sherman. 

When asked what western states he 
regards as safely R@publican and what 
ones he Classes as doubtful, Hitchcock 
said: “I have determined not to make 
any predictions at any time. That wil! 
be my policy throughout the campxign 
We won't neglect any territory where 
there is a bare chance of victory, either 
nortg, south, east or west, but I) shal! 
not indulge in forecasts.” 

As to Campaign Contributions 

‘Lincoln, Neb., July 20.—The state 
ment of W. H. Taft, at Hot Springs, 
Va., Saturday, that the Republican ue 
tional committee would not accept any 
contributions from corporations in his 
campaign, was viewed here with more 
than ordinary interest. Mr. Bryan 
dictated the following statement: “We 
welcome him to this advanced ground 
and beg orf him to go further and an 
nounce that all individual contribu 
tions above a reasonable minimum will 
be made known before the election.” 

Late last night Frank S. Monett, for 
merly Republican attorney general of 
Ohblo, who conducted the prosecutions 
in that state against the Standard Oj;

gather material upon which to base the 
government suits, arrived and held a 
lengthy conference with Bryau 
Monett announced that it was his pur- 
pose to actively support Bryan in Ohio 
in the campaign.

Taft had a good 
deal to do with the steam shovelmen at 
Panama. He will probably leave here 
next Saturday for Cincinnati and may 
not return until the following Satur- 
day. After Sept. 1 he expects to re 
main in Cincinnati until the election 
is over.

For a time President Figueroa was 
undecided, but eventually General 
Bonilla, ex-president of Honduras, 
tvho was deposed by the revolution pro- 
meted also by Zelaya, appeared on the 
scene. He recommended that they be- 
gin operations by replacing him as 
president of Honduras, this merely as 
a preliminary step; later all three re- 
publics, Honduras, Guatemala and Sal- 
vador, he suggested, could join forces 
in an attack upon Nicaragua. 

Prior to this. the Honduran contiden- 
tial! envoy in Guatemala, Genera! 
Bustillo, had been imprisoned for the 
purpose, it is believed, of precipitating 
war with Honduras But the chal- 
lenge remained unanswered. Hon- 
duras, however, began preparations and 
increased its army by 10,000 men, plac- 
ing a strong guard along the frontier. 

A revolutionary movement was then 
ordered by those who were endeavoring 
to bring about a change in the gov- 
ernment of Honduras, the revolution- 
ists invading that country from the 
Guatemalan apd Salvadorean frontiers. 
President Zelaya was taken by sur- 
prise at the movement and caught un- 


| prepared, but he immediately saw the 


peril to his government. Undoubtedly 
to help as much as possible the Hon 
duran government, Zelaya increased 
the Nicaraguan army and placed arms 
in the hands of Salvgdorean refugees, 
among whom were a number of promi- 
nent and popular leaders, and quiet!y 
awaited developments. 

President Figueroa, among whose 
qualities courage Is not believed to be 
prominent, knowing that only a spark 
would start a powefful revolutionary 
fire in his dominions, was alarmed at 
the determined action of Honduras and 
Nicaragua and refused further to aid 
the revolutionists In Honduras. 

In the meantime the heads of both 
Houduras and Nicaragua remembered 
the Central American court of justice 
recently inaugurated at Cartage, C. R.. 
and promptly filed charges against 
Salvador and Guatemala, not only with 
the idea of gaining time, but for the 
purpose of bringing more prominently 
to the attention of those republics the 
possibility of American intervention. 

Shortly after the presentation of 
these charges the United States cruis- 
er Albany left for Amapala with a 
force of marines, and other warships 
were announced as being under ordera 
to proceed to the scene of the trouble 
if necessary. and as a result cf the at- 
titude of the United States the Lelliger-

the quick action of the police authori- 
tles im secretly removing Hemphill to 
the Woodbury jail, it is believed, saved 
his life. 

Hemphill on Thursday last joined a 
Holiness camp meeting here and be 
Came, it is said, infatuated with the 
child. When it became known that the 
Garton girl had been taken away by 
Hemphill hundreds of persons joined in 
the search. 

Nothing was seen or heard of her un 
til nearly midnight on Saturday, when 
Hanley Beckett, a summer cottager at 
Pitman, heard screams and, leaving his 
home, met Hemphill and the child 
Hemphill said he and the girl were 
walking to camp. He then moved off, 
saying: “I can’t do anything with her, 
so I'll leave her with you.” 

Beckett took the girl to her home 
and notitied the police. Later Hemphill 
Was captured at the Pitman railroad 
station. Word of the capture was tele- 
phoned to Giassboro, and men armed 
with clubs, baseball bats, and some 
carrying ropes gathered about the jail. 

Word was sent to Pitman of the teni- 
per of the crowd, and it was decided te 
detain Hemphill there. At 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning he was arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Paulin and gield in 
$1000 bail. During the hearing a large 
erowd of Pitman residents gathered 
and threats against Hemphill were 
made. Physicians say the girl is not 
serlously injfred. 


Relay Racers’ Fast Time 

Cleveland, July 20.—With the trip 
nearly two thirds completed and the 
running schedule pushed far to the 
rear, the Y. M. C. A. boys resumed, at 
2 o’clock this morning, their task of 
carrying on foot, by relays, a message 
from Mayor McClellan of New York to 
Mayor Busse of Chicago. It was ar- 
ranged that no part of the run would 
be made on Sunday. The relay was 
resumed with the boys ten hours abead 
of the schedule. It now Is expected that 
the message will be handed to Busse 
about noon tomorrow, thereby making 
the 1000-mile trip in about 118 hours, at 
a grand average of approximately 
82-3 miles an hour. 


Balloons Did Not Make Records 

St. Paul, July 20.—All the balloons 
which started from St. Paul Saturday 
In an effort to surpass the world’s dis- 
tance and endurance records lave 
landed. The Chicago won both endur- 
ance and distance prizes. It came 
down at noon Sunday seventy-three 
miles south of St. Paul. A. L. Ste 
vens, director of the race, in explain- 
{ng the failure of the aeronauts to sail 
greater distances, said that the lifting 
power of the gas was not as great as 
they had counted on, and that conse- 
quently the balloons were unable to 
carry the amount of ballast necessary 
for a long filght. 


Revo't of Turkish Soldiers 

Coustanutinople, July 20—It is ru 
mored that 7000 Turkish soldiers in the 
Monastir district are in open revolt aud 
that 32.000 troops have been ordered to 
the scene of the outbreak. It is also re- 
ported that a number of officers of the 
third army corps have threatefed (hat 
unless the officers now awaiting court 
martial on the charge of assisting the 
“Young Turkey” agitation are imme 
diately Iberated, all the genera’s in 
Macedonta will’ be killed and the army 
will then march to Constantinople and 
demand the re-establishment of the con- 
stitution.

Shao-Yi as high commissioner to visit 
Washington for the purpose of thank 
ing the United States government for 
remitting a portion of what is known 
as the Chinese “Boxer” indemnity. 
The decision to send a representative 
educated in America and conversant 
with American affairs is due to the 
recognition of the necessity for closer 
relations with America, The necessity 
is the more marked in view of the iu 
creasing jealous contest among the 
European and Asiatic powers withia 
China. China not only intends to send 
100 students to the United States an- 
nually for four yeurs, and, after that, 
fifty students annually until the entire 
award shall be paid, but contemplates 
a benetit amounting to the whole can- 
celled indemnity. 


Faith In Three-Cent Fares 

Cleveland, July 20.—Cleveland has 
had nearly three months of 3-cent street 
carfare, and two of the monthly reports 
have shown a deficit. A similar report 
is predicted for July. The operating 
expences and fixed charges have been 
from $40,000 to $50,000 a month in ex- 
cess of the earnings. ‘lhe Municipal 
Traction company, which is operating 
the local lines under a lease, a!so is un 
der a promise to give free transfers 
July 28. The revenue from transfers 


has been about $30,000 a month, a 
cent each having been charged. The 
officials of the company still express 


the belief that 3-cent fares will pay in 
time. 


Trans-Pacific Yacht Race

and taking out the handicap allowances, 
the officials declared the yacht Lurline 
the victor in the trans-Pacitic yacht 
race from San Pedro, Cal., to this port.

other. The Lurline’s time was 13 days,

It also is that Gompers 
caused to be published in The ledera- 
tionist, the oflicial organ of the’ Fed- 
eration, a certain article reflecting up- 
on the court's decision, and in alleged 
open defiance in printing the name of 
the Bucks Stove and Range company 
in the “We Don’t Patronize” list. 

Gompers is quoted as saying to sev- 
eral newspaper men: “So far as 1 am 
concerned, I wish to state this: When 
it comes to a choice between surrender- 
ing my rights as a free American citi 
zen or violating the injunction of the 
court, I do not hesitate to say that I 
shail exercise my rights as between the 
two.” 

Other utterances are quoted, in 
which it is alleged Gompers and Mor- 
rison, in furtherance of an alleged plan 
to nullify the court’s order, have pub 
lished, editorially and otherwise, refer 
ences to the court’s decision, includ 
ing the name of the Bucks company 
These references, it is claimed. were 
made for the purpose of keeping alive 
the idea of the boycott as it existed be- 
fore the order of the court and were su 
framed as to affect the sale of the com- 
pany’s products. 

John Mitchell, at a meeting of the 
United Mine Workers last January, put 
to a vote a resolution imposing a tine of 
$5 on any member of that organization 
who purchased a stove or range of that 
company’s make. The resolution also 
provided for the expulsion of a member 
in default of payment of the fine.

MADE REMARKABLE VOYAGE 


Hardly Started When He Almost 
Precipitated War With England-- 
His Fleet Reached Far East Only 
to Be Annihilated by the Japanese

Sinovi P. Rojestvensky was 60 years 
of age, and for many years bore the} 
reputation of being one of the must 
cool-headed and scientific naval officers 
in the Russian service. He = distin 
guished himself in the Russo-Turkisb 
war in IS77 by an attack on a Turkish 
ironclad in the gunboat Vesta. 

He was Admiral Alexieff’s second in 
command of the Russian squadron in 
the Far East in the Chino-Japunese

| war, which made him familiar with the 


waters of Japan and China. In 1902 
he was promoted to the rank of reur 
admiral and, as chief of the naval head- 
quarters staff, he supervised the equip- 
ment of the second Russian’ VPacitic 
squadron, which he afterwards com- 
manded and took to the Far East. 

During the late war between Rus- 
sia and Japan Rojestvensky was or- 
dered early in August, 1904, to hate his 
squadron in readiness to proceed from 
the Baltic around to Viadivostok. This 
proved to be one of the most remark- 
able voyages ever made and resulted in 
the anhiltlation of the Russian Baltie 
fleet. The start was made from Libau 
on Oct. 16 of that year, and, 
around Denmark, the Russians en- 
countered the British North sea ttshing 
fleet off Dogger Bank. The warships 
fired on the fishermen, mistaking them 
for torpedo boats, whieh led to a | 
strained state of affairs between Great | 
and Russia that time | 
threatened to resuit in hostilities be- 
tween the two countries. An interna 
tional Commission of inquiry, however, 
after investigation, ex 
cused the admiral for his action, while 
condemnhing the firing. 

Continuing his voyage, Rojestvensky. 
after stopping at a number of places, ar 
rived off the North coast of the Is'and 
of Madagascar at the beginning of 
January. There he was joined by Rear 
Admiral Voelkersan and his division of 
the squadron. 

On May 8 the division commanded by 

teur Admiral Nebogatoff, consisting of 
nine ships, joined forces with Rojest 
vensky and the united fleet salled to 
meet the Japanese, 

The bats® of the Sea of Japan was 
the result of this meeting. It was the 
greatest naval struggle since Trafalgar. 
Entering the Straits of Tsu Shima, be 
tween Korea and Japan, the Russian 
fleet was aitacked by the Japanese un- 
der Admiral Togo, the opening shots in 
the fight being fired on the afternoon 
of May 27. Before the engagement 
commenced Togo signalled from the 
flagship Mikasa to the Japanese fleet: 
“The fate of the empire depends on this 
effort. Let every man do his utmost.”

The admiral himself, seri- 
pusly wounded, was rescued by a Rus- 
sian torpedo boat destroyer, which was 
afterwards captured by the Japanese, 
who took tojestvensky prisoner, 
Voelkersan was killed in the conning 
tower of the Oslyabya and Nebogatotf 
was taken prisoner. 

Twenty-one of the ships of the Rus- 
sian fleet were sunk, Including six bat- 
tleships and four cruisers. Five Rus- 
sian ships were captured. The Rus 
sian loss was estimated at 4000 killed 
or drowned, and more than 7000 ofti- 
cers and men taken prisoners. The 
Japanese in the engagement ost three 
torpedo boats, 116 officers and men were 
killed, and 538 were wounded. 

A naval court of Inquiry on June ts 
1906, presented an indictment against 
tojestvensky for surrendering to the 
enemy, but on July 10° the admiral 
was acquitted on the ground that he 
Was not in his full senses (he was 
found unconscious from his severe et

MEDALS FOR BRAVERY. 


Decorations That May Be 
by Uncle Sam. 

Uncle Sam is not averse to bestow- 
ing decorations, says the Philadelphia 
Press. While the constitution prohib- 
its government officers from accepting 
orders from foreign governments, the 
| president has the power to award in- 
signia, which mean considerably more 
than most of the stars, garters, ete., of 
the old world. These are medals for 
bravery. 

Besides the medals for conspicuous 
bravery in battle and the decorations 
for life saving on the water, the chief 
executive can honor men and women 
who display heroism on the railroad 
lines of the country. 

Award of the decorations is made by 
the chief executive on recommendation 
from the interstate commerce commis 
sion. Applications must be accompa- 
nied by atlidavits from eyewitnesses 
of the heroic deeds, and they must be 
approved by a committee of five of 
the commissioners. 

A bronze niedal and a button of gold 
and enamel are the insignia given. 
| The medal! is about as big as a silver 
| dollar. On one side, the obverse, there 
is a figure of a map upon a railway 
track, with one knee upon a rock which 
blocks an approaching train. He is 
Warning the trainmen by means of a 
brand. 

On the reverse side is a laure! 
wreath, symbolical of heroism. The tn- 
scription, “The United States Medal 
For Life Saving on Railroads,” appears 
near the medal’s rim, and within the 
wreath fs the following: “lor Bravery 
Awarded to -—.”

NEW OLYMPIC MARKS 


Two Records Are Lowered by 
Athletes From America 


SHEPPARD WINS 800 METRES 


Porter Clears Bar at Six Feet Three 


Inches In High Jump--Americans 


Win Great Majority of Heats In 
Other Events 


London, July 22.—Melvin W. Shep- 
pard of the Irish-American A. C., who 
took the measure of England’s best dis- 
tance men in the 1500 metres run at the 
Olympic games a week ago, added an- 
other victory to his long list when he 
finished far in the lead in the 800 metres 
event, establishing a new Olympic rec- 
ord of 1:52 4-5 for the distance and con- 
tinuing on to the half mile, which he 
ran in 1:54, within three-tifths of a sec- 
oud of C. H. Kilpatrick’s world’s record 
made in New York in 1895” 

Another gold medal went to Amer- 
ica when Harry F. Porter of the Irish- 
American A. C. captured the high jump 
by clearing the bar at 6 feet 3 inches 
and beating the Olympic record of 6 
feet 24-5 inches. After assuring bim- 
self that he was the winner, be went 
after the world’s record. The bar was 
placed at 6 feet 53-4 inches, just one- 
elghth of an inch higher than the rec- 
ord, but it was just a shade too much 
for him. 


Better weather, a much larger at- 
tendance and exciting finishes made 


yesterday’s Olympic sports at the sta- 
dium far and away more interesting 
than any that have preceded them. 
There was absolutely no interruption, 
and from 10 o’clock in the morning un- 
til after 7 ia the evening a great crowd 
of enthusiasts sat in the staads. 

It was largely America’s day, for be 
sides winning the only two events 
finally decided, the American sprinters 
won the great majority of the heats in 
the other events. While not so spee- 
tacular as the races, the running high 
jump was the most keenly contested 
event of the day. It started in the 
morning, and not until after 6 o'clock 
was Porter proclaimed the winner. 


Sheppard won a great victory for 
America in the 800 metres flatrace. He 
proved himself entirely too fast for 
Just, the English champion, who was 


absolutely done up by the tremendous 
pace. 

The two Englishmen, Just and Craw- 
ford, who qualified, thought they could 
set a pace which would tire out Shep- 
pard, but it seemed to be exactly what 
he wanted.

Just followed close at hand, but 
the plan miscarried, for the latter, who 
expected to come up in the stretch and 
pass Sheppard, had no reserve left and 
Was not only beaten by the American, 
but also by Lunghi of Italy and Braun 
of Germany. 

The Americans suffered two disap- 


pointments in the heats of the 200 
metres flat race, Lawson Robertson 
being defeated by Roche, the Irish 


champion, and W. W. May being com- 
pelled to take the dust of the flect 
Canadian, Kerr. Considering, how- 
ever, that the Americans entered seven 
of the fifteen heats and took five of 
them, there is not much cause for com- 
plaint. 

In the heats of the 400 metres, flat, 
they took seven out of nine in which 
they started. J. B. Taylor, Irish- 
American A. C., the colored champion 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
made his first appearance in this event. 
and the remarkable ease with which he 
runs is an eye-opener to the English 
critics. Taylor won his heat easily. 

The 100 metres sprint brought out the 
best aggregation of sprinters yet seen 
on the track. The Americans, May and 
Stevens, lost their heats to Walker of 
South Africa and Kerr of Canada, but 
the other two heats were gathered in 
for America by Rector and Robertson 
Kerr took 11 seconds for his heat, one- 
fifth ef a second more than either Wal- 
ker or Rector for theirs. 

There were four heats in the semi- 
finals of the 400 metres hurdle race, in 
two of Which Americans contested and 
they took both of them, Harry L. Hill- 
man and C. J. Bacon doing the trick. 
The other two went to Great Britain 
and in both cases slower time than that 
made by the Americans. 

F. Narganes and J. H. Craige, Amer- 
icans, lost their bouts im the catch-as- 
eatch-can wrestling. The preliminary 
bouts of the Graeco-Roman wrestlivg 
also were finished, but no Americans 
were entered.

DEATH OF BISHOP POTTER 


Prelate Unconscious For Many Hours 
Before the End Came 

Cooperstown, N. Y., July 22—Henry 
Codman Potter, seventh Protestant 
Episcopal bishop of the diocese of New 
York, died last night at his summer 
home here after an illness of several 
weeks. The bishop was unconscious all 
day and the end, which came at 8:55 
o'clock, was peaceful and quiet. The 
prelate was 74 years of age. 

Death was due primarily to embolism 
in the right leg, followiug a long at- 
tack of liver and stomuch trouble, and 
the end had been foreseen for several 
days by the bishop’s physicians. Bish- 
op Potter suffered a severe relapse 
Monday morning and, though oxysel 
was given, his decline was gradual aud 
he sank into early 
yesterday which lasted until the end.

up,” “shooting up” the place. 
When they had grabbed the money till 
gud emptied it and finished shooting and 
made their escape one man was dead, 
another lay dying and a third was seri- 
ously wounded. 

Dashing out the door the three men 
were met by Officer Butler, who drew 
his revolver and began firlng on the 
men, one of whom was injured, but all | 
eventually escaped. 

The dead man is Frank J. Drake, 
aged 32. Patrick Doran, aged 40, is 
dying with a bullet wound in the abdo- 
men, and Thomas Winterston, one of | 
the proprietors of the saloon, is suffer- 
ing from bullet wounds in the back of 
the head and arin. 

The saloon which Was the scene of 
the shooting is run by Winterston & 
McMauus, and is situated at the corner 
of Washington and Boylston, streets. 
in a thickly settled part of the city. | 
The saloon was crowded with patrons 
just previous to the closing hour of 11 
o'clock, about forty men being in the 
placee 

Suddenly three men made their ap 
pearance in the doorway. Simultane 
ously they yelled “hands up” and began 
shooting rapidly, aiming apparently at

With a leap one of the men jumped 
over the bar and grabbed the cash reg 
ister, pulling it to the door. It was 
opened quickly and the contents seized, 
the man being covered meantime by 
the fire from the guns of his compan- 
jons. Securing the money, the man 
leaped back to his companions and the 
three backed to the door. 

Patrolman Butler had heard the 
shooting and, pulling in a hurry call on 
his alarm box, ran to the saloon. He 
arrived In time to see the three men 
backing out and shooting at those in 
the saloon. 

The patrolman opened fire at once on 
the men and hit the first one to come 
out. Then someone cried: “Don't 
shoot those who are not to blame,” and 
the patrolman stopped shooting. The 
men then leaped out and made their 
escape down Weld avenue. One of the 
men concerned in the shoot up, it is be- 
lHeved, gave the ery to stop the firing 
by the officer to effect the escape. 

A good description of the three menu 
has been gained and special officers are 
now searching every part of the city 
in an effort to round them up.

bined salutes of the international fleet 
of French, American aud British war- 
ships and the answering guns of the 
Indomitable. 

The latter came to anchor alongside 
the United States battleship New 
Hampshire, thus completing the doubie 
chain formation of warships and bring- 
ing side by side the two latest types of 

British and American fighting ma- 
chines. At the King’s Landing was a 
gathering of distinguished officials to 
welcome the prince, including Ear! 
Grey, governor general of Canada; 
Field Marshal Roberts, representing 
the British army; Prg@mier Laurier and 
his cabinet, Admi Jaureguiberry 
and the official French envoys, Vice 
President Fairbanks, representing the 
United States, and Admiral Cowles, rep- 
resenting the American naval depart- 
went. 

The landing stage was decorated for 
the occasion with truly royal splendor. 
Two massive arches, emblazoned with 
the royal arms and topped with the lion 


and unicorn guarding the British 
crown, marked the passage of the 


prince from the landing to the state car 
riage which bore him tothe Citadel. To 
the right of the landing was erected a 
pavilion richly hung with the colors 
and arms and insignia of the reigning 
family. Here the first greetings were 
exchanged and welcomes extended in 
behalf of the imperial government of 
Canada and the army. 

These ceremonies concluded, the 
prince drove in an open carriage up the 
steep streets leading from the harbor 
level to the heights of the city. Ali 
along the route the buildings were 
ablaze with color, with garlands and 
flowers looped across the street, and 
patriotic emblems and mottoes in 
French and English expressing loyalty 
and devotion to the prince. 

The popular outpouring to witness 
the passage of royalty was Immense 
and extreme precautions were taken 
to guard against any disorder in the 
marrow, precipitous streets. 

The city is invaded by 12,000 to 15.- 
000 soldiers, representing the regular 
and militia strength of all parts of the 
Dominion, with hundreds of officia! 
visitors and the titled nobility of Eng 
‘and and other parts of the world and 
thousands of interested spectators 
from American cities and all parts of 
Canada. 

The city Is elaborately decorated. 
with triumphal arches spanning the 
main thoroughfares, the buildings hung 
with British and French flags and de- 
vices commemorating the deeds of old 
French discoverers and testifying loy- 
alty to the royal visitor.

ROOSEVELT AT NEWPORT 


Participating In Conterence Over 
Building of Battleships 
Newport, R. 1. July 22.—President 
Roosevelt arrived here this morning on 
board the Mayflower to atiend the most 
important conference of uaval officers 

ever held in the country.

| Injunction Against 


Street Railway 


The Old Colony street railway 
company is temporarily restrained 
from building a wall and wharf in 
Town river, at Quincy Point, says 
the Globe, an ad interim injunction 
to that effect having been issued 
Tuesday by Judge Braley of the su- 
preme court on the bill filed by S. 
Louise Thomas, Theodore B. Thom- 
as and Hiram W. Phillips of Quincy 
Point. 

The complainants allege that there 
is a dispute between them and the 
company as to the ownership of the 
flats on which the company is build- 
ing. The matter was tried out in 
the land court and that tribunal regis- 
tered the title of the company. The 
complainants took an appeal to the 
superior court which is still pend- 
ing. 

The complainants alleged that, not- 
withstanding the pendency of the ap- 
peal in court, the company obtained 
a license from the harbor and land 
commissioners to build a wall and 
wharf, and have begun to erect the 
same under the license.

One Shot Dead 
Other Captured 


M0 two desperadoes who terror- 
ized the people of Jamaica Plain yes- 
terday by shooting at everybody in 
sight, killing one man and wounding 
ten others, were captured at 4 
o'clock this morning after a desper- 
ate fight that lasted all night. 

Every available officer ‘in Boston 
was called to aid in the capture of 
the two men. The _ officers were 
heavily armed and were told to shoot 
to kill. 

Despatches in another column © of 
today’s Ledger tell of the running 
fight with the two men that lasted un- 
At that time the men 
were cornered in Forest eHill ceme- 
tery “which was surrounded by of- 
ficers. 

Operations were suspended until 
daylight. This morning the officere 
began to close in on the two desper- 
ate men. When they were sighted 
there was a fusillade of shots from 
the officers’ revolvers. 

One of the desperadoes fell dead, 
his body pierced by over twenty bul- 
lets. The second man although hit 
several times was not killed. He, 
however, threw up his hands and 
surrendered without further _ resist- 
ance. He was taken into custody. 
Both men proved to be Armenians. 

The sentiment of the general pub- 
lic seems to be that it would have 
been a good thing and saved a lot 
of expense, if when the prisoner 
threw up his hands, some officer had 
accidentally shot him. 


Dr. G. A. Ordway 
Dies in Hospital 


Dr, George A. Ordway, formerly of 
Quincy, died on Wednesday at the 
hospital at South Framingham. He 
was a physician at Cochituate, and 
for three weeks had been under treat- 
ment for heart disease. 

He was 64 years old, a native of 
Knox, Me., a civil war veteran, hav- 
ing served with the Ist Maine 
cavalry; a member of Paul Revere 
post 88,G. A. .R. of Quincy and of 
Franklin lodge of Odd Fellows of 
Boston. He is survived by a wife and 
a son, Earl B. Ordway, and a daugh- 
ter, wife of George E. Rogers of 
Brighton. 

Mr. Ordway came to Quincy as 
superintendent of the Quincy alms- 
house. He was afterwards proprie- 
tor of a local hotel on Washington 
street. He was prominent in Paul 
Revere post, 88, G. A. R., and since 
he removed from the city he often 
paraded with the Quincy veterans on 
Memorial day. About the time he 
left Quincy he took up the study of 
medicine, and has been located in dif- 
ferent places. 

The body will be brought to Quin- 
cy on Saturday for interment at Mt. 
Wollaston.

WITH BANDITS 


Ten Persons Receive Wounds 
From Desperadoes' Guns 


THEY COMMIT SECOND MURDER 


Third of Police Force of Boston Held 
Off in a Cemetery by Two of the 
Three Men Who Held Up a Saloon 
the Previous Night--Bloodthirsty 
Chase In Which Pursuers Were 
Aided by Searchlights--Many Citi- 


zens Injured by Flying Bullets 


Boston, July 23.—One ‘man killed 


and nine people wounded, one a woman, 
was the deadly toll exacted last night 
by two desperadoes who had terrorized 
Jamaica Plain all night long. At mid- 
night the two men were surrounded In 
the Forest Hills cemetery by hundreds 
of policemen and armed citizens, while 
searchlights were turned on the home 
of the dead iu a vain search to locate 
their place of concealment. 

No western town, far away from the 
restraint of civilization, had ever had 
enacted more murderous and deadly 
scenes than those in which these two 
men participated. 

The hunted men were two of those 
who had entered a Jamaica Plain sa- 
loon the night before and had killed one 
man and shot another, who may die. 

Eluding the police all day long, two 
of the bandits appeared at twilight at 
the corner of Childs and Schoo] streets. 


Accosted by Officer Inglis, they at once 
drew revolvers and a duel started. 
The policeman fell, as did a women 


spectator, and from that moment until 


midnight scenes sugh as Boston has 
never before known prevailed. 
Taking refuge behind the tomb- 


stones of Forest Hills cemetery, after 
firing upon and wounding many people 
in their flight, the two men held off one- 
third of the police force of the city and 
hundreds of armed citizens. 

Hundreds of shots were 
elther side, but the bandits are not 
known to have been wounded. Never 
has a manbunt in the west, not even 
the pursuit of Tracy, the outlaw, been 
more dangerous and thrilling. 

Hemmed in on all sides, the two des- 
peradoes grimly fired at every person 
they met as they hurried through 
crowded streets. Pedestrians fled for 
shelter, grim policemen trailed close be 
hind and exchanged shot for shot, but 
there was never a sign of surrender. 

It was remarkable what these 
hounded murderers had done. They 
had held back hundreds of men, shoot- 
ing promiscuously at everybody in 
sight, had thwarted the efforts of hun- 
dreds of policemen to arrest them, and 
had in the shrouds made by night in 
the cemetery finally forced their pur- 
suers, aided by searchlights, to retire 
and await the coming of daylight to re- 
new their efforts to arrest them. 

Such in brief is the story of the most 
bloodthirsty chase ever known in the 

eastern states. 

The dead man is He shan Knox, 50, 
watchman.at Forest Hills cemetery, 
shot in the abdomen while leaving the 
cemetery. Died at 10:45 p. m. 

Thomas Moore, a conductor, was shot 
in the left thigh. He is on the danger- 
ous list at the City hospital. 

The following were wounded: Pa- 
trolman Edward McMahon, 30, at- 
tached to division 9, shot in abdomen 
and right side. Taken to the Emerson 
hospital. 

Patrolman Edmund R. Inglis, 29, at- 
tached to division 13, shot in the left 
ankle and may lose leg. Taken to the 
City hospital. 

Reserve Officer Thomas Thompson, 
attached to division 13, shot in the left

John Nolan, 35, lakborer, shot in the 
left breast.

Malone and taken to his home. 

Michael Flynn, upholsterer, em- 
ployed at the Readville car shops, shot 
behind the ear.

London, July 23.—Details received 
here of the crisis which has arisen in 
Turkey, through the infection of a large 
section of the army with young Turk- 
ish sympathies, are still somewhat 
obscure, but it is evident that the sul- 
tan has been driven to adopt strong 
measures to meet the difficult situation. 
The present crisis appears to have been 
the result of general dissatisfaction. 


Hibernian Recommendations 

Indianapolis, July 23.—The report of 
National President Cummings to the bi- 
ennial convention of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians is the chief topi¢ of dis- 
cussion among the delegates. Cum- 
mings declared against insurance by 
the national body and in favor of re- 
taining the present system of state in- 
surance. The report urged closer rela- 
tions with the C “atholie church. 


German Motor In the Lead 

Eydtkuhnen, East Prussia, July 23.— 
The German car in the New York-to- 
Paris motor race crossed the frontier at 
8:22 last evening. The American car, 
which left Moscow at 3 o’clock T uesday 
morning, is about 550 miles behind the 
Germans.

Tial Court Judgment In Case of 
Standard Oil Is Reversed 

Chicago, July 23.—Following the 
unanimous decision of Judges Gross- 
cup, Seaman and Baker, composing the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
reversing and remanding the case of 
the government against the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, in which case 
Judge Landis in the district court had 
imposed a fine of $29,240,000, the fed- 
eral attorneys announced that the gov- 
ernment had thirty days within which 
to file a petition for a rehearing, and 
that it would be filed within the allotted 
period. 

In the case that was reversed the 
Standard Oi! company of Indiana was 
found guilty of accepting rebates on 
shipments of oil from its refinery at 
Whiting, Ind., to- East St. Louis, Ils. 
Judge Landis fined the company $20, 
000 on each of 1462 counts, each count 
representing a carload shipment. 

The opinion of three judges of the 
higher court leaves little of the conten- 
tion that each carload constituted a 
separate offense. The fine should 
haye been based on settlements be- 
tween the railroad and the oil com- 
pany, the opinion holds. Of these there 
were just thirty-six. The maximum 
fine on this basis would amount to $720,- 
000 and the minimum $36,006. — It is 
said that $223,000 is the total amount 
whch the Standard O] company is al- 
leged to have received as rebates on 
the shipments in question. 


GREAT BRITON’S 
"MYSTERY SHIP” 


Her Visit to. America Is of 
Interest to Naval Men 


Quebec, July “The Prince of 
Wales landed from the British battle- 


ship Indomitable amid the deafening 
roar of guns from the international 
fleet of British, French and American 
warships and the tumyltuous demon- 
Strations of 50,000 people massed upon 
the wharves und the terraced heights 
of the city. 

As the Indomitable swung alongside 
the New Hampshire the colossal magni- 
tude and power of the’ British ship 
stood out in bold relief against the 
American battleship, which looked like 
a delicate white yacht this 
truly monstrous engine of destruction. 
Back of her came the Minotaur, an- 
other naval colossus, 

Premier Laurier-delivered to the 
prince an address of welcome in which 
he gave assurance of the unswerving 
loyalty and devotion of Canada to the 
king and the united resolve to promote 
the interests of the empire. The prince 
responded in a happy vein, speaking 
both in English and French, extending 
the good wishes of his father to Canada 
and making pleasant allusion to the 
loyalty of English and French Cana- 
dians alike. 

Naval experts are much interested in 
the Indomitable, known in England as 


beside 


“the mystery ship,” owing to the 
secrecy with which her recent  con- 
struction has been surrounded. In ap- 


pearance she is a complete departure 
from the old battleship and is little 
more than a huge gun platform, with 
all top hamper cleared away so as to 
give open sweep to her eight 12-inch 
guns, capable of firing fore or aft or 
broadside with a concentrated fire of 
13,600 pounds of steel projectiles every 
minute. The old-time masts and fight- 
ing tops are eliminated, and in their 
place is seen for the first time the steel 
tripod masts, fore and aft, any part of 
which can be shot away and the rest 
stand. From a naval standpoint the 
visit of the Indomitable is hardly less 
interesting than that of the prince, as it 
is the first time one of the Dread: 
naught ships has been seen in North 
American waters. 


Gotham’'s Latest Murder Mystery 

New York, July 23.—Another mur- 
der mystery has been added to the long 
list of unsolved cases that are now 
baffling the police of New York ara 
vicinity. The body of a pretty young 
woman was found in a tool shed in Irv- 
ing park, Williamsburg. She was shot 
through the breast and had been killed 
almost instantly. Although a police- 
man heard the report of the shot and 
ran to the scene, he was too late to 
catch sight of the murderer. This lat- 
est murder has puzzling features to 
unravel, for not even the identity of the 
victim is known. 


Mosquitoes Invade Gotham 

New York, July 23.—Millions of 
mosquitoes from New Jersey swept 
across the Hudson in Manhattan and 
the Bronx last evening. The mosqui- 
toes displayed ravenous prowess, tor- 
menting patients in the hospitals, irri- 
tating auditors in the local theatres, 
disturbing the divers in restaurants and 


driving sweltering East Siders, who 
sought a breath of fresh air in the 


streets, back to their stuffy tenements. 


Baldwin’s Airship at Washington 
Washington, July 23.—Captain Bald-

When the cruiger-yacht Mayflower, 
flVving the president's flag at the main 
truck, Came steaming into the harbor, 
nearly two hours behind her scheduled 
time of arrival, with her bowsprit car- 
ried away, one anchor gone, bowplate 
dented and six strange figureg in black 
oilskins and sou’westers gathered in 
the bow, she brought the story of an 
adventurous night run in a black fog 
and of a collision in which the lumber 
laden schooner Menawa had been cut 
practically in two by the sharp, cury- 
ing bows of the president's yacht. 

A lifeboat lowered from the May- 
flower picked up the crew of six men 
on the sinking boat. They were taken 
on board, and when the Mayflower ar- 
rived here, the president, who knew 
nothing of the accident and the danger 
of the collision until he arose in the 
morning, directed that the men of the 
crew be given sufficient money to take 
them to their homes in Maine, and that 
Master Hutchinson of the schooner be 
provided with transportation to the of 
fice of his agents in New York. 

Picked suddenly out of the blackness 
of a nasty night and set down on board 
the yacht of the President of the United 
States, with the president and his fam- 
ily sleeping down below, the dazed men 
who had lost their boat did not know 
just how to respond to the president's 
sincere words of regret over the mis- 
hap and his provision for their journey 
home. 

Commander Suowden, in command 
of the Mayflower, summoned the men 
to his cabin and organized a summary 
court of inquiry in which he took their 
statements for use in an investigation, 
which he immediately requested the 
navy department at Washington to un- 
dertake. He sent word to all inquirers 
that he would not discuss the accident, 

Captain Hutchinson of the Manawa, 
however, disclaimed all responsibility 
for the collision. He declared he was 
running down the sound witb all lights 
burning brightly and a double lookout 
forward. He was trying to keep out of 
the beaten path of steamers, he de- 
clared, and was sailing under a jib and 
foresail, all other canvas being furled. 
The fog was Mting and closing in again 
at intervals, according to Hutchinson, 
who says the Mayflower was visibie 
some time before she struck. 

“Il ordered the fog horn sounded,” 
said Hutchinson, “but heard no blasts 
from the Mayflower’s whistle at any 
time. I had ordered the men who were 
not on watch to turn in in their clothes 
to be ready for an emergency. We 
thought the Mayflower would veer by 
putting her wheel to starboard and 
not hit us,,but she came right on and 
cut us almost in two. 

“IT had always wanted to see the 
president,” continued the captain, “but 
I hardly looked for an acquaintance 
under the circumstances, and It Isn't 
rellshing to be run down even by the 
President of the United States. He 
talked to us fairly and squarely, like 
amen. The collision was'nt bis fault 
and he did all he could under the cir- 
cumstances. 1 don’t know why Cap- 
tain Snowden held us on the Maytiower 
tntil late in the afternoon, however, 
before setting us ashore, when he 
might just as well have sent us off as 
soon as the president had left the ship.”

But - Americans Lost In the 
Hundred Metres Dash 


WON BY SOUTH AFRIGAN LAD 


Uncle Sam's Representatives, How- 


ever, Smash World’s and Olympic 
Records In Four Hundred Metres 
Hurdling and Running Broad Jump 
--Yale Man Wins at Featherweight 
Wrestling--English and Finnish Ath- 
letes Also Come In For Honors 


London, July 23.—Comparative 
gloom pervades the American camp. 
The athletes from over the seas had 
strongly cherished hopes of repeating 
Tuesday’s grand record in making a 
clean sweep in the track events, but a 
dark horse in the persou of the South 
African youth, R. E. Walker, upset the 
calculations. 

Walker broke the tape in what is 
cousidered the most important event 
in the Olympic games, the 100 metres 
dash, a short two feet in front of J. A. 
Rector, the University of Virginia 
crack, thereby putting an end to the 
succession of American triumphs 
which had begun to sadden the Britons. 

Shoulder to shoulder, Walker, Rector 
and the Canadian star, Kerr, ran, with 
Cartmell, the Pennsylvania sprinter, in 
close attendance. At the half-way 
mark Walker forged slightly ahead, 
but at the tape less than a yard sepa- 
rated the first three men, with the Cana- 
dian, only inches behind the Virginian, 
in third place. 

The American team did remarkably 
well yesterday, but success bad elated 
them to the point where they were satis- 
fied with nothing less than everything 
in sight. A world’s record by C.J. Ba- 
con of the Irish-American A, C, in the 
400 metres hurdling, which he won in 
55 seconds; an Olympic record of 24 feet 
6% inches by F.C. Irons of the Chicago 
A. A. in the running broad jump, and 
the victory of G. S. Dale of Yale in the 
featherweight wrestling, out of seveu 
finals, should be a satisfactory day’s 
performance. 

Great Britain, as usual, came second 
among the countries, with S. V. Bacon 
winning the middleweight wrestling, 
and the English team defeating the Bel- 
gians in water polo. The African 
colonial flag was raised to the mast- 
head to signalize Walker's great feat; 
and Finland, whose representative, 
Saarela, conquered al! comers in the 
Graeco-Roman wrestling bouts, having 
no flag brought forth the standard 
bearing the word “Finland,” which the 
Finns carried in the opening parade. 
and it was elevated on the flagpole.

field, when 40,000 people rose with a’ 


great cheer and filled the air with hats, 
while the boy was lifted on the shoul- 
ders of enthusiastic friends. The only 
demonstration approaching this during 
the meeting was the tumult after Shep- 
pard’s sensational win in the SOU metres 
Tuesday, but that was feeble by com- 
parison, because Walker is a Britisher 
and the English public is not partial 
toward American successes: 

This is due partly to the fact that it 
fs a bitter pill to the keenest sporting 
nation on earth to take second place in 
any international contest, and it is also 
true that the Americans incurred some 
unpopularity by their protests, which 
the London newspupers and the Olym- 
pic offictals interpret as a reflection up- 
en the honesty of the English judges 
and resent accordingly.

While the action taken by this union 
only affects about 150 members, it is 
expected that the other organizations 


of this kind will soon follow its ex 
ample. There has been considerable 
unrest and dissatisfaction among the 


mill operatives since the last readjust- 
ment of wages in May, when the pay of 
all the mill workers was reduced 18 
percent. 

The agreement went into effect about 
a year ago and provides for the re- 
adjustment of wages every six months, 
according to the price of cotton and the 
selling price of print cloth. There will 
probably be no change until November. 
when the schedule of wages is again 
revised.

Gandidate For Governor Asks 
Questions of Railroad Man 


Mauchester, N. H., July 23.—The 
campaign being conducted against the 
Boston and Maine railroad by 
erans W. Pillsbury, a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor, 
reached an interesting chapter wheu let- 
ters between Pillsbury and President 
Tuttle of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road were made public. 

The subject of contention appears to 
be the number of free passes, if any, 
that the railroad has been and is said 
to be issuing. Pillsbury made a de 
mand on Tuttle that, in the interests of 
public policy, he furnish a list of the 
free passes, and the names of the 
holders. ‘Tuttle answered by denying 
that his railroad was taking any part in 
polities or that any persons were being 
influenced in New Hampshire by the 
gifts of free passes, adding that it 
would be improper for the Boston and 
Maine railroad to issue a campaign 
document for the alleged benefit of any 
candidate for a political office. 

Mr. Pillsbury made reply that it was 
inferrable that the Boston and Maine 
railroad this year had sent out between 
500 and 700 annual free passes to per- 
sous in New Hampshire, and about 400 
of these were sent to men whose po 
litical activity and acumen were well 
known. Pillsbury makes a demand 
upon the railroad for some statement 
that will explain the consideration for 
which these alleged passes are issued.

years old, with whom she was dancing. 
When he saw his victims fall to the 
floor he shot himself, dying almost in- 
stantly.

—Cameras carried by kites have 
been long recognized as important for 
military and surveying purposes, and 
they have been lately found useful 
in other ways, as in getting pictures 
of large industrial plants. The ap- 
paratus of a New York company of 
photographers consists of a series of 
aeroplanes for reaching the neces- 
sary height, a device to hold the 
camera rigid, and an electrical con- 
trol of the exposure. For exposures 
at a height of one thousand feet from 
twelve to eighteen aeroplanes are 
used, each being eight feet square, 
with a wind surface of sixty square 
feet. They are sent up one after an- 
other until their combined pull lifts 
three thousand feet of cable with the 
camera and electrical appliances, 
and the top aeroplane is practically 
out of sight at a height of three thou- 
sand feet when the camera reaches 
its station at one thousand feet above 
ground. The photographer watches 
the camera through a field glass. 
With finger upon an electrical switch, 
he may await a favorable moment for 
ene to three: hours, but at the right 
instant he’ presses the Dutton, and the 
dropping of a tiny parachute signals 
that a plate has been exposed. A 
three horge-power gasoline motor 
operates the cable.

Schooner Douglas 
Towed to Boston 


_ The six-masted steel schooner Wil- 
liam L. Douglas, built at Quincy, Capt. 
McLean, was towed to an anchorage 
in Boston early Wednesday morning 
by the tug Orion, and in the after- 
noon she was taken to her discharg- 
ing berth at Mystic wharf says the 
Globe. 

While the schooner was coming 
through Vineyard sound at midnight 
Saturday, she ran into thick fog and 
Capt. McLean decided to anchor, Just 
as the schooner rounded to anchor 
she grounded on Lucas shoal and 
there she remained, hard and fast, 
unti} Monday morning when she was 
floated by the new revenue cutter 
Androscoggin and two tugs. 

The schooner was towed the re- 
mainder of the distance to port by the 
tug Orion. Capt. McLean said the 
vessel is not leaking and he believes 
she is uninjured. 

The Douglas was on a _ passage 
from Baltimore with 6000 tons of coal 
when the accident occurred. She may 
go into the drydock after unloading 
to determine if any of her plates are 
damaged.

—The available coal yet stored in 
the earth in Germany is estimated by

Germany’s coal should last 
another thousand years, but England’s 
supply will begin to show signs of ex- 
haustion within fifty years. In the 
United States the production has in- 
creased 12 per cent. of the power of 
the engines was equivalent to about

HANNIBAL HAMLIN. 


How He Won the Title “The Cartha- 
ginian of Maine.” 

Among the many stories of Hannibal 
Hamlin’s early experiences in the 
Maine legisluture none is more animat- 
ed than his tilt with John Holmes, in- 
teresting, besides, because it gives the 
origin of “the Carthaginian of Maine,” 
a name thut stucketo Hamlin through 
life.

Instantly 
Hamlin jumped to his feet and, point- 
ing his finger at Holmes, retorted: “If 


the gentleman chooses to find fault 
with me for my complexion, what has 
he to say about himself? 1 take my 
complexion from nature. He gets his 
from the brandy bottle. Which is 
more honorable?’ ‘This retort was 


greeted with great applause and cries 
of “Go on!” 

Hamlin then continued, pointing his 
finger at Holrfes: “I will also teil the 
member from Alfred that be is more 
couspicuous for trying to run dryshod 
over young men than for trying to en- 
courage them But as long as they 
are true to themselves and to nature 
and as long as the member from A\I- 
fred sticks to the brandy bottle they 
need not fear him.” As soon as the 
cheers of the house could be sufficient- 
ly silenced Holmes retracted his 
words and made a manly apology. 
“The young Carthaginian routed the 
old Roman” was one humorous com- 
ment on the incident, and from that 
time Hamlin was thus frequently char- 
acterized.—Lewiston Journal.

Boston, July 24.—That there 
four desperadoes instead of three con- 
cerned in the shooting up of Jamaica 
Plain and West Roxbury on Tuesday 
night, and that one of the men is un- 
der arrest in the person of Guiseppi 
di Viclo, a second ts the man shot to 
death in Forest Hills cemetery yester- 
day morning and that two are now at 
large, is the general conclusion reached 
as the result of recent developments. 

A new situation presented itself late 
last night when several of those who 
had followed the desperadoes and been 
shot by them on Wednesday night 
fajied to fdentify the man killed as ane 
of the desperate characters who had 
run amuck through the streets. He 
was, however, identified as one of the 
men who entered the barroom the night 
before and smashed the cash register. 
Those in the barroom at the time ofthe 
assault also last night positively iden- 
tified, it is claimed, Guiseppl! dl Victo 
as wee of the men who shot up the bar- 
room. we . 

That still two other men were con- 
cerned and are still at large was made 
certain by the discovery that the home 
of Mrs. Lucia Sprude had been entered 
and two coats and two hats, one a 
straw, had been stolen. In their place 
were found two coats, both of which 
were badly bloodsouked and bore bul- 
let marks. 

Officer Buckley also states that soon 
after the killing of the man in the ceme- 
tery yesterday he met two suspicious 
looking men coming from the direction 
of the cemetery at the entrance of the 
Arnold arboretum. They refused to 
answer his questions and instead coy- 
ered him with a revolver and backed 
into the arboretum. The officer fired 
as soon as the men were some distance 
away and they ran, without returning 
the fire. Later it was found the men 
were wearing clothes which corre 
sponded in description to the coats and 
hats stolen from the Sprude home. The 
men also answer the descriptions of 
those who did the shooting up of Keyes 
and Washington streets Wednesday 
night. 

As the man who was killed in Forest 
Hills cemetery is believed to have at 
least once changed his clothés during 
the progress of his raid by stealing 
from houses in Jamaica Plain, there is 
little reason to believe that the name 
of “Edmund Gutman,” found in his 
hat band is the man’s right name, and 
no one has been found who can recog- 
nize him. He is believed to be an Ital- 
fan, however. 

The shooting in the saloon on Wash- 
ington street in Jamaica Plain on Tues- 
day night, when one man was killed and 
two seriously injured, and Wednesday 
night’s experiences, when nearly a doz- 
en more were shot and one killed by the 
wild career of the desperadoes and the 
men were rounded up in Forest Hills 
cemetery, are declared by the police and 
eye witnesses to be the most desperate 
and sensational ever known in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

he killing of the leader was dra- 
matic in the extrewe, the scene of the 
aon being among the shadows of the 
tombs and monuments of Boston’s most 
hbeautiful city of the dead, just at dawn, 
as the cordon of 400 police which had 
been on guard all night gradually ad- 
#anced from all sides and closed in on 
the desperado, who fled barefoot and 
haggard before &is pursuers. 

Flashes of lightning and the roll of 
thunder reverberated over the heavens 
as the forces closed in on their quarry 
and then, when the lone, despised 
slayer of their brother officers and inno- 
cent victims finally sank exhausted into 
a clump of shrabbery in a deep ravine, 
they poured into his body such a storm 
of bullets as would lave slain an army 
had all found a human mark. 

His rapid-fire gun silent, the officers 
dragged the desperado’s body forth and 
men struggled together for the chance 
to roughly seize the corpse and ascer- 
tain for a certainty that life was stil) 
extinct. 

Of the victims of the reign of terror 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights twa 
are dead. They are: Frank J. Drake, 
aged 85, a plumber, who was killed in 
the saloon raided by the desperadoes 
Tuesday night; Herbert E. Knox, aged 
43, day watchman at Forest Hills 
cemetery, shot by the desperadoes Wed- 
nesday night. t

iS CAARGED 
Poligeman Waa With Barbara Reig 
When She Was Shot 

New York, July 24.-—Policeman 
David Shellard of Breokiyn ts under 
arrest, charged with the murder of 
Barbara Reig, a pretty young woman, 
whose body was found in a shelter 
house in Irving Square park, Wlliams- 
burg. 

Investigators were informed that 
Shellard had often written to Miss 
Reig. This information was placed in 
the hands of Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Wood and he summoned Shel- 
Tard to his office. There Shellard 
broke down and dictated a circumstan- 
tial version of the affair to the stenog- 
rapher. 

“I was patrolling my post on the edge 
of Irving park about 1:10 in the morn- 
ing whea Barbara came up,” he said. 
“She said she had been looking for me 
on another beat for three hours and 
wanted to talk to me. I took ber to the 
shelter house. 

“I took off my hat and coat and club 
and revolver and put them on a tool 
box. We talked and I smoked my pipe 
Suddenly I heard a shot fired. 1 
switched on the light and found Bar- 
bara lying across the box with a hole 
in her head.” 

Shellard then states that he became 
frghtened, threw on his coat and hat. 
picked up his revolver and club, and 
scurried out into the night. He hid 
behind a clump of bushes, he says, and 
saw Policeman Kohler hurrying to the 
scene. He pretended to help Kohler 
search for the murderer, 

It Was established that Shellard met 
Barbara Reig about six mouths ago, 
and, although he {fs q warried man and 
has a child, he admits that he was at- 
tontive to her, 


NO QUESTION 
REGARDING GUILT 


President to Press Prosecution 
of Standard Oil Case 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has announced the de 
termination of the administration to 
proceed with the prosecution of the 
Standard Oil company, despite the de 
cision adverse to the government band 
ed down by the United States circuit 
court of appeals. The statement in the 
matter, made public last night by Sec 
retary Loeb, follows: 

“The president has directed the at- 
torney general to immediately take 
steps for the retrial of the Standard 
Oil case. The reversal vf the decision 
of the lower court does not in any 
shape or way touch the merits of the 
case, excepting so far as to size of the 
fine is concerned. There is absolutely 
no question of the guilt of the defend 
ants or of the exceptionally grave char 
acter of the offense. The president 
would regard it as a gross miscarriage 
of justice if through any technicalities 
of any kind the defendant escaped the 
punishment which would have unques- 
tionably been meted out to any weaker 
defendant who had been guilty of such 
offense. 

“The president will do everything in 
his power to avert or prevent such mis- 
carriage of justice. With this purpose 
in view, the president has directed the 
attorney general to bring into con- 
sultation Frank B. Kellogg in the mat- 
ter, and to do everything possible to 
bring the offenders to justice.” 


No Constitutional Issues 

New York, July 24.—It is learned 
through. sources identified with the 
Standard Oil company that the $29,240,- 
000 case is not likely to go to the su- 
preme court of the United States. The 
issues as made up do not involve any 
constitutional questions, such as are 
hece@ary to take the action to the su- 
preme court. 


Strikers Hustle Back to Work 

New York, July 24.—A strike of con- 
ductors and motormen which began aud 
ended abruptly affected practically all 
the surface car lines in Westchester 
county. The lines were tied up from 
early yesterday until late in the after- 
noon. The men struck because Re- 
ceiver Young refused to reinstate the 
superintendent of the company, who 
had been dismissed for alleged neglect 
of duty. When Young notified the 
strikers that they would be laid off the 
men hurried back to work. 


Business Is Improving 

New York, July 24.—That there is a 
gradual, steady increase in progress in 
all lines of business, was the opinion 
expressed by the presidents of the 
various subsidiary companies of the 
United States Steel corporation at a 
meeting Sere, according to a statement 
given out by President Corey of the 
parent company -after the meeting. 
Corey said the reports of the steel men 
present were uniformly favorable. 


Tie In Automobile Contest 

Saratoga, N. Y., July 24.—Complet- 
ing the original schedule of the Glidden 
1908 tour, the competing automobiles 
rolled into Saratoga. The day’s run

AGAIN LANDS 


Enters Quebec as In Days 
When He Founded It 


ANNIVERSARY 1S USHERED IK 


Vice President Fairbanks and Prince 


of Wales 
Speaking on Existing Relat.ons 


Exchange Greetings, 


Between the United States and 


Great Britain--Message of Good 
Will From Representatives of Each 


Government to the Other 
Quebec, July 24.-—The Prince of 
Wales was the central figure yesterday 
in the magniticent spectacle reproduc- 
ing Quebec's historic past and ushering 
in the 300th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the city by Champlain. Aside 
from the spectacular features of the 
event, it was the occasion for a notable 
exchange of addresses between Vice 
President Fairbanks and the Prince of 
Wales. 

An enormous crowd filled the Place 
des Armes, fronting the Champlain 
monument, where the exercises were 
held. Here the prince receivd the ad- 
dresses gf the American aad French 
representatives, the mayor of Quebec 
and finally Champlain himself, repro- 
duced as in the days of old, coming 
from the mimic reproduction of his 
original ship, the Don de Dieu, with 
some S000 followers representing every 
phase of old France in Canada. 


In addressing the prince Vice Prest- 
dent Fairbanks congratuluted Quebec 
upon the distinction she enjoyed in the 
presence of the prince and spoke briefly 
of the past history of Quebec. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“It is with unusual pleasure I bring 
you greetings from the President and 
the people of the Ugited States, who 
rejoice with you in the progress you 
have made in the manifold ways which 
mike for the strength and honor of a 
great people. We are not indifferent 
to your welfare nor are you indifferent 
to ours. The blood of a common an 
cestry is in our veins. We have much 
in conmmon. 

“The United States and Canada have 
but fairly entered upon their careers. 
Back of us lies a brief but honorable 
history and before us stretch illimitable 
opportunities. We confidently believe 
that we are each destined to play a 
large and worthy part in the progress 
of the human race upon the western 


continent. We have no rivalries except 
in the-ways of peace. We neither covet 
the other’s territory. We covet only 


each other's neighborly esteem. 

“As we behold this majestic celebra- 
tion in which the .representatives of 
different nations participate and wit- 
ness the manifestations of a genuine 
fraternal spirit among them, we are 
impressed with@he thought that there 
is no rational reason why nations 
should resort to war. May we not 
venture to hope that the widespread 
movement which seeks to insure the 
maintenance of peace among the na- 
tions of the world without invoking the 
sword, may grow in strength and at no 
distant day become incorporated as a 
part of the fixed policy of nations. 

“There is such a thing as righteous- 
ness among nations. Let them take 
their differences into international 
courts of justice and there let reason 
and righteousness prevail. Let nations 
by every honorable means which en- 
lightened statesmanship may suggest) 
avoid an appeal to that court where 
might alone turns the balance. 

“We have no need to fear that the 
relations between the United States 
and Great Britain will ever again be 
disturbed. We have faith to believe 
that our flags which grace this his- 
toric occasion and which mingle to- 
gether and salute each other upon the 
Plains of Abraham will never confront 
each other in conflict upon either land 
or sea.” 

The Prince of Wales, in replying to 
the vice president, said: “The king, 
whose earnest desire is always to pro- 
mote the best and closest relations be- 
tween nations, has specially desired 
me, as his representative, to convey to 
you, Mr. Vice President of the United 
States, and to your colleagues, not only 
a hearty welcome, but also a warm ex- 
pression of thanks, both to you and to 
your government, for your presence 
here on this auspicious occasion, 

“Your presence Is not merely an in- 
dication of your Interest In this cele- 
bration—it is an outward and visible 
sign of the friendship, concord and 
good will between ourselves and the 
great country which you represent with 
so much distinction. We think of the 
United States as having given the ex- 
ample of energy and courage in con- 
quering and cultivating the forests 
and boundless prairies which now yield 
bountiful harvests and unlimited 
wealth. We recognize that the pres- 
ence of representatives of the United 
States and France among us testifies to 
the growth of the spirit of friendship 
between nations. 

“The high ideal of universal peace 
and brotherhood may be far from real- 
ization, but every act that promotes 
harmony among nations points the wa y 
toward its attainment. This celebra- 
tion Is such an act, for it appeals to 
Canada, to the British empire and to 
the whole civilized world. I therefore 
rejoice to be here, to take my part with 
you during these memorable days In 
paying homage to Champ!ain and do- 
ing honor to Quebec.”

A COLOSSAL BLUNDER. 


Millions Spent on Subway Loop May 


Be Wasted—All Plans Held Wp. 

Bridge Problem Still Unsolved. 

After spending thousands of dollars 
on temporary makesbifts, preparing 
classic designs for a permanent station 
at the Park row terminal of the Brook- 
lyn bridge and after the $10,000,000 
subway loop between the bridges is 
half completed the city officials have 
suddenly discovered that all of their 
efforts and expenses will probably 
prove worthless. 

Plans for the ornate Park row ter- 
minal station, prepared months ago, 
have been held up pending a decision 
by engineers as to whether it will even 
be possible to run trains around the 
sharp curve and up the steep grade 
from the already half completed sub- 
way to and upon the Brooklyn bridge, 
and yesterday the crowning blow came 
when it was announced that the Brook 
lyn Rapid Transit system, for which 
the loop was virtually being bullt, had 
refused to operate it upoany terms. 

At the same time Public Service 
Commissioner Edward M. Bassett an- 
nounced that even if it be found prac- 
ticable for heavily loaded tralns to 
make the sharp turn and uegotiate th 
heavy grade it would be impossible to 
operate the trains across the Brooklyao 
bridge until that structure is entirely 
rebuilt, owing to the tremendous 
weight of the trains. 

Thus the city finds itself committed 
to the building of a $10,000,000 subway 
loop which seems likely to prove prac 
tically -worthless when completed and 
without any operator unless the city 
operates the loop itself, which, officials 
declare, would not be practicable. 

City officiais admit that a huge blun- 
der has been made somewhere and that 
it looks as if the city will find it has ex- 
pended from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 
without making any appreciable prog 
res¢ in solving the bridge problem. 

No further steps can be taken toward 
the building of the big Park row ter 
minal until some decision !s reached as 
to whether the subway loop 
physically connected with the Brooklyn 
bridge. The entire design of the ter- 
minal structure depends upon this. 

As originally planned it was in- 
tended that the tracks from the sub 
way loop should be carried directly to 
the bridge. It was admitted that the 
grade from the loop, which crosses 
Park row underground and then rap- 
idly ascends until It‘reaches a grade 
level a short distance east of the pres 
ent terminal of the bridge, was steep, 
but it was said by the designers that 
trains could ascend the grade. 

Since that time Chief Engineer 
Chandler Withington of the finance de- 
partment has made a report saying 
that to take trains up this grade every 
car would have to be equipped with 
a powerful motor, and this would add 
so much weight that the bridge would 
be overloaded. The addition of a mo- 
tor to each car would also prove te 
be a huge expense, which it fs not be- 
Meved any operating company would 
stand. Other operating engineers took 
the position that it was almost impos- 
sible to negotiate the grade. 

Some time ago Bridge Commissioner 
Stevenson asked the board of estimate 
to authorize him to let contracts for 
the lowering of the elevated rallroad 
tracks on the bridge into the subway 
loop. He would then advertise the 
contract for the new terminal statlom 
Engineer Withington raised the points 
as to grade and extra weight, and the 
board of estimate held up the matter 
until the public service commission’s 
experts could solve the problem 

Since that time Commissioners Bas- 
sett and McCarroll have been hard at 
work. Yesterday they submitted their 
report to the commission. Their report 
eonfirms the worst fpars that had been 
aroused.—_New York World.

Municipal Piants For Sale. 

The city council of Valley City, N. 
D., has finally offered for sale the 
electric plant. It is more than a year 
since the citizens voted for the secoad 
time to sell the plant, but the council 
apparently did uot want to let go. 

The city council of Edmonton, Al- 
berta, realizes that the municipal 
Street railway is too heavy a burden 
and has expressed a willingness to 
consider a proposition for the purchase 
of the system. 

Spirit Lake, Ia., recently voted by 8 
good majority to sell or lease the elec- 
tric plant which was presented to it @ 
few years ago because, as the town 
clerk writes— 

“It seemingly cannot be operated 
successfully under municipal owner- 
ship. It has never paid and never 
will pay.” 

For the first eight months of 1907 
the earnings were $3,823 and the oper- 
ating expenses were $6,328. This 
means that the street arcs cost at the 
rate of something over $350 a year, 
with no allowance for depreciation or 
lost taxes—quite a showing for & 
plant that has no interest to pay. 


Increase of Tax Burden. 

Colonel John Van Wormer, vice pres 
ident of the Lincoln Safe Deposit com- 
pany, now in Europe on a holiday, bas 
been studying the question of munictl- 
pal ownership. The colonel, who !s ® 
member of the Civic Federation, 
doesn’t think public ownership of pub 
le utilities over here has been an ul- 
qualified success. 

He finds it has resulted in the burden 
of taxation being enormously increased 
and that, while all the smaller officials 
are scrupulously honest, the men right 
up to the top display human weaknes# 
as much as their brethren in the Unit 
ed States. This, he says, also applies 
to business men.—London Cable 
New York Herald.

THE 400 METRE FLAT RACE 


Carpenter Finished In the Lead, but 
Officials Broke Tape at Finish Line 
to Deprive Him of the Honor-- 
Claim That Englishman Was Fouled

Heard by Committee Meeting at! 


Which No Americans Were Present 


London, July 24.—The unfortunate 
series of disputes which has arisen 
since the openiny of the Olympic games, 
not only between the Americans and 
the officials of the Amateur Athletic 
association, but between the athletes 
of other nations and the same officials, 
culminated yesterday afternoon in an 
occurrence which threatened to wreck 
the inter-Olympic meetings. 

The trouble was over the final heat 
of the 400 metres flat race, for which

Robbins, Cambridge, Mass., and Liecu- 
tenant Haswelle, Uniied Kingdom, 
qualified. 

With the exception of Taylor the men 


got off quickly on the firing of the pistol! | 


and Robbins sprinted in front, taking 
the pole from Carpenter, who was just 
behind, with Halswelle trailing along 
beside him. It looked like anybody's 
race as they approached the last turn, 
the three leaders being bunched. Their 
spurt for the final hundred yards was 
just begun, when suddenly a number of 
officials rushed onto the track, the tape 
across the finish was torn down and the 
race was declared void. 

It was hard for a time to understand 


what had occurred, but the official 
pronouncement was that Carpenter 
had fouled Halswelle at the turn. 


Sverybody close to this spot had no- 
ticed that the three men had swerved 
toward the outside of the track as they 
came around the bend at a terrific pace, 
but there were no signs of a deliberate 
foul visible to those in the press stands 

An uproar followed such as seldom 
or never was Witnessed on an athletic 
field. Officials of the Amateur Athletic 
assogiation, with whom the arena has 
been filled since the opening of the 
games, ran along the edges of the track 
shouting “foul,” and appeared even 
more excited than the runners who, 
with the exception of Taylor, continued 
the race to the finish, Carpenter passing 
the post first, Robbins second and 
Halswelle third. Taylor, who was a 
considerable distance in the rear, was 
dragged off. the track by one of the ex 
cited officials, who shouted all the while 
that it was no race. 

The American contingent set up a 
yell of delight, as the man had appar- 
ently captured the race which had 
been predicted for the Britisher, while 
the vast audience filling the other 
stands sat silent, not knowing the 
cause of the excitement in the arena. 

Then the announcer made the brief 
statement through a megaphone that 
the race had been declared void, but 
no reason was given. Still, not know- 
ing why, a great British cheer broke 
out and continued for several minutes, 
men who could not under any circum- 
stances have seen the incident crying 
“foul” louder than those sitting oppo- 
site the spot where the alleged foul was 
said to have taken place, and who, 
seeing Halswelle taking a wide turn, 
thought it a mistake in judgment, as he 
had lots of room to pass Carpenter on 
either side. 

The uproar continued for nearly half 
an hour and as the people poured out 
of the stands the arguments were taken 
up in the aisles and gateways by ex- 
wited thousands, and the race is stil! the 
subject of the bitterest wrangling ev- 
erywhere. 

Matthew P. Halpin, the manager of 
the American team, who was in the 
arena, immediately entered a protest, 
claiming the race for Carpenter, who 
had done the distance in the remark- 
able time of 482-5 seconds, some 
watches making it even less. 

A committee meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic association, the details of 
which have not been made public, was 
called, and the judges who rendered 
the decision and Haiswelle were called 
to state their case. -Neither any mem- 
ber of the American committee nor any 
one of the three American runners, 
however, was called on to make any 
statement, and the committee, after 
upwards of two hours’ consideration, 
rendered the following decision: 

“The judges decide the race void and 
order the same to be run over again on 
Saturday at noon. Carpenter is dis- 
qualified.” 

When they heard the decision, the 
members of the American committee 
met and passed a resolution ordering 
the men not to run on Saturday. 


Foreigners Lost Liquor Licenses

The issue may involve a deli- 
eate point as to the provisions and 
scope of the-state liquor law and treaty 
obligations,

Three Pennsylvania Troopers 
Killed and Many Injured 


Gettysburg, Pa., July 24.—As a re- 
sult of a severe electrical storm which

passed over the camp of the National | 


Guard of Pennsylvania last night. 
three troopers were killed and twenuty- 
six seriously injured. 

This morning Lieutenant Colonel! 
Beitler, a member of the staff of Govy- 
ernor Stuart, came to this place from 
the camp and made the official an- 
nouncement, Those killed were Pri- 
vates Barber, Garver and Morrison. 

The body of Garver was severed in 
twain, as tlfough by a sword. The 
greatest confusion prevailed and the 
visitors to the camp, as 4vell as many 
of the troopers, were panic-stricken. 

When the storm came up Governor 
Stuart was entertaining a few friends 
in his tent. The storm broke with such 
suddenness and fury that the occu- 
pants of the tent found themselves en- 
tangled in the canvass and ropes in an 
instant, but all escaped serious injury. 

When the storm swept down upon 
the camp there were hundreds of visi- 
tors present. Scores of men and wo- 
men sought shelter in the Y. M. C. A. 
tent. This immense sheet of canvass 
was tossed like a toy balloon in a gale 
of wind, but strangely enough not one 
of the occupants is said to have been 
injured. .

EBERHARD IS 
UNDER ARREST 


Drawn Back to Scene of Crime 


by Force He Could Not Resist 


self-confessed murderer 


New York, July August Eber- 


hard, of his 
aunt, Mrs, Ottillie Eberhard, a Vienese 
widow, whom he lured to a lonely spot 
in New Jersey a few days ago and shot 
to death, was captured near Paterson, 
N. J., and is now a prisoner In the Hack- 
ensack jail. 

Eberhard says that he was in love 
with a New York girl and that he 
needed money to marry her, so, know- 
ing that his aunt had $2500, he plotted 
to kill her and steal the money. Eber- 
hard says he also intended to kill his 
cousin, Ottillie Eberhard, to whom he 
was engaged, that nothing would 
stand in the way of his marriage to the 
New York girl. There was a wound in 
his right leg, which the murderer con- 
fessed was inflicted by himseKk so as to 
make the police believe he had been 
wounded the night his aunt was 
killed. 

An important point in the confession 
was the statement by Eberhard that he 
had av accomplice in the murder plot. 
He said, however, that his accomplice 
had no hand in the killing of Mrs. Eber- 
hard. 

Eberhard said that he 
the money he stole from his aunt. He 
led detectives to a tree near Little 
Falls, and there dug up $2400 in bills, 
which is the amount that was stolen. 
Eberhard says that he and his accom- 
plice passed through Albany, Troy and 
Buffalo into Canada, and on to Detroit 
and Chicago without being recognized 
by the police. When he reached Chi- 
cago, he says, an irresistible power 
compelled him to return to the scene of 
the crime, and then he planned to 
wound himself and surrender to the po 
lice in the belief that h@ could 
vince them he had not murdered 
aunt.

| A JAPANESE GARDEN. 


Planned a Century Ago and In Beau- 
! tiful Condition Today. 

A former American minister to the 
court of the mikado tells of a wonder- 
_ful Japanese garden, in the center of 

which was a little lake that had a tiny 
‘island with miniature mountains and 
‘peach trees, with pines and azalias, 
some of them a century old, yet which 
had not mounted to more than a foot 
in height. 

Seen in its relation to other things, 
this island looked small, a veritable 
toy island, but viewed from a certain 
angle of the veranda, so that no exter- 
nal objects helped to give an idea of 
proportion, the island appeared to be a 
large piece of land perhaps half a mile 
away, with trees, mountains and al!

The genius who conceived this tsland 
has been dead perhaps a century, but 
his successors in the craft have kept it 
up to date and every year have so con- 
trived that when the springtime came 
it was in the condition to give greatest 
pleasure to its wealthy owner.

NEEDLEWORK NOTES. 


Mercerized gingham is a_ suitable 
material for making a plain dressing 
sack. Make it collarless and outline 
the opening, fronts and sleeves with 
a two inch fold of white or use white 
embroidery. 


A pretty card holder is made with a 
large piece of heavy cardboard, with 
the three points joined at the top to 
form a triangle shaped receptacle that 
will hold a ball of cord. Make a hole 
in the bottom of the box and draw the 
end of the cord through. Fasten the 
sides together with little bows of baby 
ribbon and tie at the top with baby 
ribbon.

Standard Oil Suit. 


Judge Grosscup is very much to be 
commended for his sanity in ordering 
a new trial in the Standard Oil suit. 
The fine levied by the lower court on 
the Indiana corporation was excessive 
and opposed to the spirit of our laws, 
Which is remedial rather than puni- 
tive. Pertinent at this time is the 
opinion expressed by Theodore Mar- 
burg of Baltimore, when he says 
(Annals of American Academy, July, 
1908,p. 57:) “A fine the mere fraction 
that actually imposed, together 
with an indication of what the maxi- 
mum fine might have been on all the 
counts, would have demonstrated 
effectively to its managers the power 
of the government to ruin the Stand- 
ard Oil Company if it failed to obey 
the law.” It is true that the decision 
of Judge Grosscup was in a _ sense 
based on legal technicalities, and that 
a considerable fine could equitably be 
imposed upon a corporation which the 
evidence at the lower trial had shown 
to be owned by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey. But this circum- 
Stance does not affect the soundness 
of Judge Grosscup’s judgment. Our 
laws must be clearly framed to reach 
corporate abuses, and when they are 
not so framed we have no right to 
demand that our judges shall override 
either their letter or their spirit in 
the attempt to administer a higher 
justice. Even President Roosevelt 
may see this to be the case, though 
we are not certain—Brookline Chron- 
cle.

Chicago, July 27.—The platform of 
the Independence party, which is to 
tonight,

will, if present plans are carried out, 
“ontain a much more radical declara- 
tion on the question of injunction than 
was embodied in the platforms of either 
the Democratic or Republican party. 

lrrom present indications, the temper 
of the convention will be in favor of a 
declaration doing away entirely with 
preliminary injunctions in cases of la- 
bor disputes. The majority of the dele- 
gates who have arrived also ~ believe 
that there should be no punishment for 
contempt of court until after a trial by 
jury. 

The members of the Independence 
party make the identical statement re- 
garding the Democratic platform that 
the Democrats made concerning the 
Republican declaration on injunctions. 
They assert that it means nothing, says 
nothing and leads nowhere. 

The sentiment of the convention, so 
far as it can be forecasted, is some- 
what divided concerning the financial 
plank of the platform, The majority 
seem to favor a declaration that all 
money should be issued directly by the 
government without an intermediary. 


Others incline to the view that the 
money should be issued through na- 


tional banks. 

An amendment to the Sherman act 
will be favored, adjusting that statute 
in such a manner that it can be made to 
apply only to such combinations as are 
clearly acting in restraint of trade, or 
tending towards monopoly. Overcap- 
italization of corporations will be con- 
demned. 

A strong and specific declaration will 
also be made in favor of the restriction 
of Asiatic immigration. 

The delegates to the convention 
have arrived in considerable numbers, 
the representation from the eastern 
states being proportionately stronger 
than from other parts of the country 
It is confidently asserted that when 
Mr. Hearst, as temporary chairman, be 
gins his address tonight, fully 900 dele- 
gates will be in the hall. 

It is asserted on all sides that the 
contest for the nominatians will be free 
and open. Of the candidates now in 
the field Thomas L. Hisgen of Massa 
ehusetts has a strong following and he 
is apparently in the lead. W.M. How- 
ard of Alabama has many friends who 
are making a strong fight in his Inter- 
est. Other candidates are John T. 
Graves of Georgia and Howard 8S. Tay- 
lor of Chicago. 

William R. Hearst arrived yesterday 
and, after spending several hours with 
friends, returned to the Auditorium 
Annex to begin work on his speech. 
Hearst reiterated the statement he had 
made in New York that he was not a 
candidate for the presidential nomina- 
tion and that he would adhere positive 
ly to his declaration that he must not 
be considered in that light. 

On the question of the presidentiai 
nomination Hearst declared that he had 
no particular favorite, but that he 
would support any strong man who 
might be named by the party. 

At a conference held last evening it 
was decided that Charles A, Walsh 
should be made the permanent chair- 
man of the convention and Walsh im 
mediately secluded himself for the pur 
pose of writing his speech. 

Thomas L. Hisgen has arrived here. 
He made the assertion that there was 
no possibility of fusion with the Demo- 
cratic party, adding: 

“There are many of us who like Mr. 
Bryan personally, but we cannot agree 
with some of the things he advocates, 
nor do we fancy some of the men upon 
whom he seems to lean most strongly. 
Personally, I lost my interest. in the 
Democratic party when it failed to 
nominate Mr. Hearst four years ago In 
St. Louis. I am full of confidence in 
the future of the Independence party, 
and know that it will be more virile and 
more aggressive than either the Dem. 
ocratic or the Republican organization.” 

The national committee met this 
morning at 10 o'clock to make the fina! 
preparations for the convention, 


Busy Day For Taft

Ire of the People of Island of 
Curacao Is Aroused 


VIOLENT DEMONSTRATIONS 


Armed Troops Called Out to Protect 
Venezuelan Consul--Man Charged 
With Insulting Dutch People Forced 
to Sign Paper Excusing His Action 
and to Make Public Apology From 


Balcony of His Home 
Willemstad, July 27.—The relations 
between Venezuela and the people of 


the Island of Curacao, Duteh West 
Indies, are strained to the breaking 


point. 

Following a long series of W hat the 
residents of Curacao regard as ablag- 
onistic actions on the part of President 
Castro, directed against themselves and 
the Dutch government, mobs gathered 
in force im this cupital Saturday night 
and yesterday and expressed their re 
sentment in an attack upon the home 
of a Venezuelan who had published 
statements in Venezuelan papers de- 
rogatory to the island and later held vio 
lent demonstrations in front of the 
residence of the Venezuelan consul, sur- 
rounded the German consulate, where 
he had taken refuge, aud compelled the 
ordering out of armed troops so that 
the consul might be protected from 
injury. 

In the demonstrations 
residence of the Venezuelan 
Senor Lopez, although no actual attack 
was made, two shots were fired from 
the consul’s house, no one, however, be- 
ing injured. 

Prior to this a mob numbering about 
1000 gathered in front of the dwelling 
of a Venezuelan resident who, it is al 
leged, had insulted Curacao in the 
Venezuelan papers, broke down the 
doors with stones and, seizing the man, 
compelled him to sign a paper which 
set forth an elaborate excuse for the

publication of the statements with 
which he was charged. 
The leaders of the populace = also 


forced him to make a public apology 
from the balcony of his home, while 
the crowd below hooted and groaned in 
accompaniment. Furthermore, mem- 
bers of the man’s family were com- 
pelled to play the Dutch national bynin, 
while the people below shouted “Down 
with Castro; long may Wilbeimina 
live.”’ 

The police were entirely unable to 
cope with the demonstrators, and their 
efforts in this direction were somewhat 
feeble. The shouting and 
continued for a time and then a pro- 
cession was formed and a march made 
upon the consul’s house.

Yesterday it was noted that there 
was no shield on the building occupied 
by the Venezuelan consulate. It Is not 
known whether it was removed by the 
Venezuelans or torn down by Curacao 
natives. There was a gathering again 
of the mob aud when it was learned 
that the Venezuelan consul had pro 
ceeded to the German consulate. this 
building was surrounded by the ever- 
increasing mob. A small military force 
attempted to checks the demonstration, 
but for a time that was found impos 
sible. 

It became necessary eventually to 
eall out additional troops, and these 
at once proceeded to patrol the streets 
and stop the rioting. Lopez was escort- 
ed to the Venezuelan consulate by an 
armed force and he gathered up the 
official documents of his office and was 
escorted back to his home. The troops 
that accompanied him were compelled 
to force their way through the crowds 
that had gathered, and were jeered on 
every hand. 


Perhaps a Black Hand Victim 

New York, July 27.—The body of a 
man, with a piece of blue flagstone 
tied about the neck, was taken from 
the East river, and the police believe 
that the discovery means that they 
have a murder mystery confrontins 
them. They say that the wounds upon 
the body, knots tied in the rope that 
held the stone in position, and bricks 
found in each pocket of the eoat upon 
the body make the case very different 
from that of an ordinary “floater” 
taken from the river. The dead man’s 
face is mutilated beyond all possibie 
chance of identification. The police be- 
lieve that the dead man may have been 
a victim of “Black Hand” assussins.

Olympic Games Disastrous to 
Anglo-American Athletics 


BITTER FEELING ENGENDERED 


Stars and Stripes the Last Na&tional 
Flag to Float at Stadium Masthead, 


Americans Being Victorious to the 


Finish--Britons Far Behind In Point 
Score, Being Credited With 66 |-3, 
While Americans Roll Up 114 1-2 - 
Awarding of Prizes 


London, July 27.—The Olympic 


games were brought to a conclusion, so 
far as the sports held in the stadium 
were Concerned, When Queen Alex- 
undra presented the gold medals and 
trophies to the successful competitors 
and the Dowager Duchess of West- 
minster, the Duchess of Westminster, 
the Duchess of Rutland and Lady Des- 
borough handed the silver and bronze 
medals, the diplomas and the commem- 
orative medals to those entitled to them. 

A big crowd attended the function 
and cheered the athletes as they came 
up to receive their prizes. The Italian, 
Dorando, was honored with the grest- 
est ovation, the sympathies of the spec- 
tators going out to the man who had 
missed the prize of the Marathon race 
when it was just within his grasp. 

Before the ceremony of the prize giv- 
ing America captured two events, the 
110 metres hurdles and the 1800 metres 
relay, the latter being the last event 
on the program. The Stars and Stripes 
was the last national flag to float at the 
masthead. 

In all of the events concluded since 
the Olympic games began early in the 
year, including such games as water 
polo and other sports in which England 
alone competed, the present standing of 
the countries, counting wins only, is as 
follows: 

United Kingdom, 38; America, 
Sweden, 7; France, 4; Hungary, 2; Nor- 
way, Canada, Germany, Italy, 2 each; 
Belgium, South Africa, Finland, 1 each. 

In the field and track events, iu 
which the points are counted tive for 
first, three for second and oue for third, 
the standing is: 

America, 114%; United Kingdom, 
66 1-3; Sweden, 1244; Canada, 11; South 
Africa, Greece, 8 each; Norway, 5; Ger- 
many, 4; Itaiy, 3; Hungary, 21-3; 
France, 21-3; Australia and Finland, 1 
each. 

America’s score in the field and track, 
events is made up of fifteen firsts, ten 
seconds and eight thirds, in addition to 
a tie for second and third in the stand- 
ing high jump and a tie for third in the 
pole vault. The United Kingdom got 
elght firsts, six seconds and three thirds. 
Sweden won two firsts, two seconds and 
a tie for third. South Africa, one tirst 
and one second; Canada, one first, one 
second and three thirds; Germany, one 
second and one third; Italy, Australia 
and Hungary, one third each. 

While theoretically the Olympian 
games are supposed to foster interna- 
tional friendships, the result of the 
meeting just finished has been to cre- 
ate international dissensions and 
kindle animosities. The relations be- 
tween the English and American ath- 
letic officials has become so strained 
that it will be exceedingly difficult for 
representatives of the two nations to 
arrange any competitions in the future 
or carry them out without unpleasant 
incidents. 

Despite the conservatism of the press 
the English public is imbued with a 
fierce prejudice against American 
athletics which it probably will cherish 
for years to come. 


France Also Has Grievance 
Paris, July 27.—French sportsmen 
as well as the French press are almost 
unanimous in declaring that the legend 
of British fair play has been knocked 
in the head once for all by the action 
6f the judges and public in the 400 
metres flat race in which Carpenter 
was disqualified at the Olympic games 
La Vie Illustree says that the English 
organizers, from the very beginning, 
have been animated with anything but 
a true sportsmanlike spirit. The events 
were so arranged us to bear very heav- 
fly on the foreigners and very lightly 
on the home champions. 


End of Honduran Revolution 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, July 27.— 
The government troops have occupied 
Choluteca, which some time ago was 
eaptured by the revolutionists, and It 
is believed that this practically ends 
the revolution. Many prisoners have 
been taken by the government forces. 
Reports from all over the republic indi- 
eate that the country is now tranquil. 


A Two-Hour Duel 
Paris, July 27.—A record in duels 
has been made by Pierre Motier, a jour- 
nalist, and M. de Monzie, formerly of 
the department of justice. The com- 
batants fought with swords for two 
hours without seriously hurting each 
other, fhen arranged to continue next 
day, but in the meantime the seconds 
had arranged a reconciliation. 


Cheers For the Sultan 

Constantinople, July 27.—Sunday 
was given up to patriotic demonstra- 
tions and speeches in the general rejoic- 
ing over the promulgation of a consti- 
tution by the sultan. Ten thousand 
people marched in procession to the 
Yildiz Kiosk, cheering the sultan cou- 
tinuously.

THE AEROPLANE 
HAS A FUTURE 


It Will Yet Become the Safest

New York, July 27.—The future of 
the aeroplane as a safe means of con- 
vyeyance is practically assured is the 
confident declaration made by Henry 


Farman, the aeroplane inventor and 
navigator, who has arrived here from 
Europe for a series of flights iu his now 
famous flying machine. 

After two weeks in this city it is ex- 
pected that Farman will make flights 
in Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston. 
Pittsburg and St. Louis. He contem- 
plates challenging the Wright brothers 
for a filght to determine which of their 
aeroplanes can remain longer in the air. 

Mr. Farman spoke freely of his plans 
and work, and when asked what he 
contemplated attempting next, sald: 
“To do new things. We are all the time 
moviag like birds. You cannot ex- 
plain the minute details, for they are 
of such an infinite variety. We are al- 
ways changing more or less. Every 
day brings something new and I shall 
try something new right along.” 

“Has the aeroplane a future 
as practicability is concerned?” 

“Yes,” replied Farman, “it will have 
a future to a very great extent. I 
think the aeroplane will be safer than 
the auto or other methods of convey- 
ance. It will be so easy and so quick. 
My greatest pause in filght has been ten 
seconds, staying on an ascending wind.

Presentation of Flae Preceded 
Notification Ceremony 


Cincinnati, July 28.—This is a public

holiday in Cincinnati in honor of the 
welcome the city is extending to Will- 
am H. Taft upon the occasion of his be- 
ing formally notified of his nomination 
to the presidency. 

At 7 o'clock this morning there were 
salutes of twenty more fired 
from these four hilltops—Price hill, Mt. 
Adams, Mt. Lookout and = Fairview 
Heights, as a welcome to Cincinnati's 
first citizen. 

At 8 o'clock bands stationed in the 
parks, squares and at prominent cor- 
hers began to make melody and will 
keep it up all day. 

At 10 o'clock a flag was presented 
by the city of Cincinnati to Charles P. 
Taft, brother of the nominee, which 
was unfurled over the Taft residence 
on Pike street. This presentation was 
made at the Taft residence, the lawn 
of which, exclusive of walk and drive- 
way, Was covered with an 
platform. This was marked by a cere- 
mony of invocation, singing, a speech of

At 11 o'clock the notification com 


mittee was escorted to the Taft resi 
dence and, on the temporary platform, 
Judge Taft heard the formal word that 
he is the Republican party's choice for 
president. There were but two 
speeches—that of Senator Warner of 
Missouri, notifying Taft, and that of 
acceptance by the nominee.

At 1:50 p. m. marching clubs passed 
in review, and then a public reception 
was held.

delivered the speech at the flag pre 
sentation, saying in part: 
“A distinguished honor has been 


conferred upon our city by the selection 
of one of our townsmen for nomina 
tion of the greatest office on the face of 
the earth—the Presidency of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“In appreciation of this high compli- 
ment, and as a special tribute of our re- 
gard and respect for our neighbor and 
fellow-citizen upon whom this honor 
has been destowed, we have set apart 
this day to rest from our usual voca 
tions and to celebrate an event unique 
u the history of our citys 

“This demonstration is in no sense 
partisan or political. For the time he 
ing we lay aside party lines and ignore 
national platforms. We are here as 
eltizeus of Cincinnati and as friends. 
neighbors and admirers of William 
Howard Taft. 

“It would be unbecoming under such 
circumstances to enter upon any eulo- 
gium, however brief, of his ability or 
his fitness for the high office for which 
he has been named. That will come 
later, in the great battle of oratory and 
argument which is to follow the exer- 
cises of this day.

His mention of the name of 
Hearst was received with an outburst 
of applause, and Hearst, when he 
mounted the rostrum, escorted by a 
committee of three appointed by the 
chair, was uproariously welcomed. 
The band struck up “The Star Spangled 
Banner” and the convention rose en 
masse, cheering wildly.

Washington, July 28.—Considerable

Curacao merchants claim to have 
suffered financial loss asa result of va- 
rious orders of President Castro since 
the prevalence of the bubonic plague. 
but it is not believed here that the 
Dutch government expects to take any 
retaliatory on Venezzuelan ter- 
ritory to redress such grievances. At 
uny rate, whatever the plan may be, 
Holland has not communicated her in- 
tentions to this government and noth- 
ing indicative of her course is known 
olficially in) Washington. 

It is pointed out here that if Holland 
contemplates taking measures against 
Venezuela there are several European 
countries, as well as America, whose 
wishes should first be consulted. Vene- 
zuela has been for some time paying 
monthly installments of her foreign 
debt, the result of an arbitration ar- 
ranged several years ago by American 
Minister Bowen, when the ailied pow- 
ers of Europe blockaded the principal 
ports of Venezuela and threatened to 
take more forceful measures because 
of Castro’s refusal to meet his obliga- 
tions. The countries party to the arbi- 
tration naturally would want some- 
thing to say if steps are to be taken 
by Holland that would stop the month- 
ly installments now paid by Venezuela 

In officia! circles attentian also is 
ealled to the misapprehension which ap- 
pears to prevail in regard to the Mon- 
roe doctrine fn the discussion of the re-

lations of European governments to 
wards the countries south of us. That 
doctrine is a declaration that there 


must be no territorial aggrandizement 
by any non-American power at the ex- 
pense of any American power on Amer- 
fean soil. It is nowise intended as hos- 
tile to any nation In the old world. 

Dispatches to the state department 
from Consul Cheney, at Willemstad, 
confirm the press reports of the riotous 
demonstrations in that city on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

The newspaper report that Holland 
had sent the cruiser Gelderland to Vene 
auela started the navy officers to look- 
ing up data with a view to ascertaining 
Venezuela’s naval strength. On pa- 
per Venezuela’s strength looks quite 
formidable in number of ships, but 
dheir total tonnage does not approxi- 
mate that of the Gelderland.  Vene- 
zuela has no guns ‘aboard the ships 
larger than a six-pounder, with the ex- 
ception of a twelve-pounder on the con- 
verted yacht Restaurado.

NATURE’S LITTLE SHIP. 


A Curious Jellyfish Endowed With a 
Movable Sail.

SYMPTCHS OF RABIES. 


Bigns by Which You May Know When 
a Dog Is Really Mad. 
Hydrophobia is so rare and terrifying 
that its symptoms and treatment are 
little understood. As a matter of fact, 
the commonly accepted expression of 
madness in a dog is often misleading. 
The real mad dog does not shun wa- 
ter, as it is said. On the contrary, 
mad dogs often rush to the water and 
drink it eagerly, if they are able to 
swallow. The mad dog does not froth 
at the mouth. It does not run amuck, 
snapping at everything in its path. 
What, then, are the indications of the 
mad dog? ‘To those familiar with a 
given dog the surest symptom and the 
one which should excite closest atten- 
tion is a distinct and unaccountable 


| change in the dog’s disposition, a staid 


dog becoming excitable and a frisky 
one dull. That condition does not nec- 
essarily mean rabies, but it is sus- 
picious, and if in addition the dog has 
trouble in swallowing, though it 
seemed to have a bone in its throat, 
beware! That dog should be instantly 
tied up, because if it be rabies it takes 
but a day or two for ferocious in- 
stincts to develop. The unmistakable 
evidence, however, of a dog with 
rabies is the sticky, whitish saliva 
which covers the teeth and shows on 
the drawn lips. The eyes glare and 
are red; the dog has paroxysms of run-

A State should not boast of the size 


of its prisons or the number of in- 
mates, and so far as is known no 
one has mentioned with pride the 


fact that New York proposes to build 
the institution in the 
world. Yet as a matter of general 
interest it is worth calling attention 
The plans recently approved pro- 
vide for a cell house that will hold 
2000 prisoners and will be restricted 
instead of eight and

ings and grounds will cover thirty 
acres. There are to be some novel- 
ties introduced in the construction of 
this home for felons. Enameled steel 
is to be used in the cells, and the in- 
walls are to be of porcelain 
as bathtubs.

DECISION ON STANDARD OIL 


Motion For Its Modification and Ap- 
plication For Reargument of the 
Case Will Be Made=-Will Go Be- 


tore Supreme Court of the United 
States If Necessary==No Let-Up In 
Prosecution of Other Cases 


Lenox, Mass., July 30.—After an all- 
day conference of the leading govern- 


ment prosecuting officers and Frank B. 
Kellogg, one of the special counsel for 


the government in certain civil suits, 
Attorney General Bonaparte guve out 
a Statement as follows: 

“The government will make every 
effort in its power to secure a revision 
of the recent decision and opinion of 


the circuit court of appeals for the 
Seventh circuit in the case of the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, 


either by the court of appeals itself or, 
if necessary, by the supreme court of 
the United States. The gentlemen who 
lave been in consultation with me all 
unite in my opinion that in the inter- 
est of the impartial and effective ad- 
ministration of our laws such action 
on the part of the government is im- 
peratively demanded by the circum- 
stances of the case and the possible 
consequences if this opinion should 
stand as an authority without ques- 
tion by the government. 

“To this end an application for a re- 
argument of the case and a motion for 
a modification of the opinion will be 
submitted to the circuit court of ap- 
peals on behalf of the United States at 
the earliest possible moment. Other 
appropriate steps will be taken after- 
wards, their character to be determined 
by the court's action upon this applica-_ 
tion. The pending prosecutions against 
the Standard Oi! company, and al! other 
prosecutions in which the giving or rat 
ceiving of rebates or offenses of like 
character are charged, will be pressed 
to trial and judgment by the govern- 
ment with all possible energy and as 
promptly as may be practicable. 

“In the view of the government’s legal 
advisors, the reversal of the judgment ; 
in the case recently decided in no wise 
affects the merits of that controversy 
x the necessity and duty of bringing 
to punishment, if possible, in this and 
other cases, any individual or corpora- 
tion shown to have evaded or defied the | 
liws.”

SPINNERS ARE DISSATISFIED 


Changes May Be Made in Slidin 
Wage Scale Agreement 

Fall River, Mass., July 30.—At a spe- 
cial meeting of the Textile Council last 
night it was voted to submit the sliding 
scale wage agreement, now under dis- 
pute, to the executive committee of the 
council for their criticism. ‘The com- 
mittee will go over the agreement care- 
fully and recommend to the council 
such amendments and suggestions as 
they think necessary in ordér to have 
the approval of the union men. 

There has been considerable dissatis- 
faction among the textile workers in 
this city since the wage reduction of 18 
percent went into effect two months 
ago, and last week the Spinners’ union 
sent to the council notice of their with- 
drawal from the agreement. 

It is expected that it will be several 
days before any action will be taken by 
the committee, after which the Textil: 
Council will return it to the manufae- 
turers for their approval. 


CHARGED WITH 
GRAND LARCENY 


Prominent Brooklyn Bankers 
Carried Bad Checks as Cash 


New York, July 30.—Two prominent 
Brooklynites, Edward E. Britton, presi- 
dent until last Tuesday of the Eagle 
Savings and Loan company of Brook 
lyn, and Quarantine Commissioner 
lrederick H. Schroeder, second vice 
president until Tuesday of the same in 
stitution, were arrested yesterday after 
having been indicted on a charge of 
grand larceny. They were immedi- 
ately arraigned before Judge Dyke, 
who held each in $10,000 bail. soth 
men secured bail. 

There are four indictments against 
each man. Both admit that they took 
approximately $44,000 of the cash of the 
company and used the money to keep 
the Homestake South Extension Min- 
ing company, a South Dakota concern, 
upon its feet. This company was or 
ganized by Britton and Schroeder about 
three years ago. The irregularities in 
the bank's affairs were due to Britton 
and Schroeder baving bad checks car- 
ried as cash. 

A discovery by Bank Examiner 
Young last week led to the two men’s 
undoing. He found that Joseph Wood, 
secretary and treasurer of the 
pany, was carrying in the bank a nuin- 
ber of checks signed by Britton and 
Schroeder. for 
varying amounts aggregating $47,086 
When the examiner demanded an ex- 
planation he was told by Wood that he 
had been instructed by his superior of 
ficers to hold the checks and not to send 
them for collection by the banks on 
which they were drawn.

Although two arrests have been

The prison- 
ers are James Ruddick, who lived in 
a stable near where the body 
found, and his son, Joseph, a peddler, 
who discovered the body. James Rud- 
dick told the police that he disasvered 
the body, next he said that an unknown 
nian discovered it and had asked him 
to inform the police, and later he said 
that the “unknown man” in reality was 
his son. This last statement led to the 
arrest of Joseph. But the police do not 
attach much importance to the elder 
Ruddick’s conflicting stories. He is 
very old and was laboring under great 
excitement. 

The body was found in a large vacant 
lot, and a better place to conceal such 
a gruesome secret could hardly have 
The nearest buildings 
are stables, and there fs a dismal stretch 
of a quarter of a mile between them and 
the spot where the body was found. 
Foul smells come from rubbish that 
has been dumped into an old creek, 
thus tending to drive away any one 
who might start to cross the lot. 

It was due to the fact that Joseph 
Ruddick saw the blazing mattress in 
which the body was wrapped that the 
murder was discovered. Ruddick was 
sleeping with his father in a 
when he saw the flames. He ran out 
to extinguis! the blaze, fearing it 
might spre: » the stable. He was 
horrified at Luding the half-burned 
corpse tied in the mattress. When the 
fire had been put out he returned to the 
stable and told his father to notify the 
police. A little later Joseph Ruddick 
went to his work. When his father 
told the police of the case he appeared 
to be holding something back, so was 
locked up. 

A, seapular was found on the mur- 
dered woman's breast and this is about 
the only clue the police have. It was 
home-made and larger than fs ordinar- 
ily worn. It bore a picture of Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel. With this slight clue 
the police hope to discover the identity 
of the victim. It was considered re- 
markable that the scapular was not 
burned, for it was oil-souked and the 
clothing over it was burned. 

A woman has been found who says 
that she heard a wagon drive to the 
spot where the body was found about 
8:30 o’clock in the morning. <A few 
minutes later she heard the wagon he- 
{ug driven rapidly away. It went to- 
ward the Greenpoint ferries. As it 
was only half an hour later when Rud- 
dick saw the blazing mattress, the po 
lice feel sure that the wagon carried 
the body to the lot.

The Scandinavian ship Sea Gull was

NUISANCE 


Good Work For 
Citizens’ Association 
Or the Quincy 
Women’s Club 


When the Citizens’ Association 
was organized, one of its objects was 
to make Quincy a city beautiful, and 
to make it a desirable residential city 
as well as to encourage 
enterprises to locate here. 

Up to the present time, however, 
nothing has been heard of any ac- 
tion on the part of the Association 
to overcome the bill board nuisance. 

All over the city great unsightly 
bill boards have been erected which 
mar the natural beauty of the city, 
and are a detriment to the city from 
a residential point of view. 

Many of these advertising bill 
boards are erected on the main streets 
leading into the city, and in several 
cases they are placed directly on the 
line of the sidewalk, making them 
look still worse than if located back 
from the street. 

A larger part of these bill boards 
are owned by a Boston firm, who 
care not one cent as to how unsight- 
ly they are as long as their pockets 
are lined with good dollars. 

If land owners in Quincy, in their 
greed for a little gain, do not takz 
pride enough to refuse their land 
for these purposes then an ordinance 
should be passed that would prohibit 
the erection of such sign boards with- 
in a certain distance of the street 
line. 

The city can pass ordinance rela- 
tive to the erection of buildings and 
there is no reason why an ordinance 
of this kind can not be enacted. 

If the Citizens’ Association wants 
an opportunity to show the citizens 
of Quincy that they are a live, up-to- 
date association, having the welfare 
of the city at heart, here is their op- 
portunity. 

Then when the yearly report of its 
president is read, showing what has 
been accomplished during the year, 
they can point with pride to the 
words printed in bold type, “We have 
abolished the unsightly advertising 
bill boards.” 

Once public sentiment is thorough- 
ly aroused in this matter, the boards 
in question will disappear. 

Anyone who doubts the unsightli- 
ness of these boards has only to 
take a ride over Hancock street to 
Neponset bridge. 

The Quincy Women’s club will be 
found ready to cooperate with the 
Citizens’ Association or any other 
organization.

BLOODHOUNDS ON THE SCENT 


Man Who Escaped From Insane Asy- 
lum Is Wanted For Murder of Miss 
Congdon==Mountains and Valleys 
For Miles Around Scene of His

East Wallingford, Vt., July 31.—The 
mountains and valleys for miles around 
this village are filled with armed men, 
determined, with the aid of four blood 
hounds, to run down and capture Elroy 


Kent, an escaped prisoner from the 


Waterbury insane asylum, who is al 
leged to have murdered Miss Della B. 
Congdon in this village on Friday of 
last week. Some of the men have not 
slept for three nights, but all are re 
solved to keep up the search until they 
have placed the fugitive safely behind 
the bars. 

With the arrival of the four blood 
hounds yesterday from the kennels of 
Manning Cleveland in Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., Sheriff Fish, assisted by several 
deputies and about 100 armed = men, 
started on a search for the trail of the 


man. The dogs soon got the scent and 
followed the trail until sunset last 


night, when they were called off. State 
Attorney Lawrence arrived here from 
Rutland to direct the search. 

The path led to the home of Kent's 
sister, Mrs. Rollin Flanders, in the 
mountaius near Wallingford, and then 
branched off in another direction. The 
sheriff and his deputies searched the 
house, but found no trace of the fugi 
tive. Mrs. Flanders denied that he had 
been there. The party then up 
the trail, which led by several houses. 
all of which were carefully searched. 

At dusk, the dogs and men being 
tired out, the hunt was temporarily 
abandoned, and the men were stationed 
at cross roads and at points throughout 
the hills for the night.
